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An Economic Tariff Epoch Being Ushered In. 


With leading Southern papers hitherto strongly free trade in sentiment 
now urging a protective tariff for the products of the South both agricultural 
and manufactured, with the farmers of Florida and Texas and the peanut 
growers of the whole South fighting for an ample protective tariff, with every 


business man in the South who is interested in cement production forced to 
see the need of a tariff on cement, and with manufacturers generally realizing 
that they cannot compete with foreign products made by labor paid anywhere 
from one-fifth to one-tenth of what American labor demands, we are facing 
a complete revolution in the whole tariff situation. 


The Southern politicians who still dare to fight against a protective tariff 
will be doomed. They cannot withstand the rising tide demanding protection. 
Heretofore they have looked to the farmers to save them. Now the farmers are 
becoming as strongly in favor of a protective tariff as are the manufacturers. 


A new epoch in the economic history of the South is developing in this 
growing demand for a tariff on agricultural and on manufactured products 
alike. This rising tide cannot be stemmed at the behest of politicians who 
for years have made a fetish of free trade. It has long been foreseen that ul- 
timately the South would be as strong for protection as the New England 
states and Pennsylvania, and other great industrial centers have been; but it 
was not foreseen by many until within the last year or two that the farmers of 
the South would so soon demand a protective tariff, and that papers heretofore 
violently free trade in sentiment would join so actively in this campaign. 


This revolution in sentiment will have a tremendous effect upon the whole 
country. If one party continues to demand free trade and another party up- 
holds a protective tariff, the free trade party will be doomed to go down. It 
cannot face the awakened sentiment of the South for a protective tariff. Un- 
less the Democratic party in its Houston convention recognizes the importance 
of a protective tariff on the agricultural and manufactured products of the 
South, it might just as well not waste its time on a Presidential campaign, 
provided the Republican party stands by its guns and demands ample pro- 
tection for all business interests. How will the two parties stand on this 
question? A straight declaration is necessary. Quibbling will not do.

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Federal Reserve Board World Wide Policy As 
Shown by Annual Report. 


ie is a pity that the official statements of the Federal Re- 
serve Board should always be perfunctory. It may be 
doubted if there is any public institution in the country, even 
the Supreme Court, where secrecy is so worshipped as in the 
Federal Reserve Board. Not only does the Board persistently 
decline to permit any knowledge of its policies when they are 
in process of formulation, but also it resolutely declines to 
give any satisfactory explanation of such policies after they 
have been adopted. Yet, what the Board is going to do is 
always known to a number of private bankers who are in a 
position to profit enormously from this knowledge. There 
are two or three bills now before Congress providing for some 
more satisfying publicity in connection with Federal Reserve 
activities. ‘There is no legislation more needed at this time 
and none more justified. 

The Annual Report of the Board for 1927, in the opening 
paragraph, undertakes to say that the Federal Reserve banks 
“were an influence in moderating the economic effects on this 
country of a world-wide readjustment,” the reference being to 
the part played by the Reserve System in the financial panic 
and debacle of 1919-20. We had thought the time past when 
any responsible authority would have the temerity to repeat 
such a misstatement. The Board did nothing to “moderate” 
that panic. On the contrary, it brought the panie about. 
Some of the men who were responsible for the policy then 
adopted have since admitted privately that their error was 
a grievous one, excusable only on the ground of ignorance. 
It may be tirat if the Federal Reserve Board had not expunged 
from the record responsible statements which it did not like, 
there would be official testimony available that would startle 
the whole country. What is a record worth if things vital 
to it were expunged! 

That part of the Annual Report, however, which deals with 
Federal Reserve policy in 1927 is of very real value, because 
of the free admission of the use of the System to stimulate 
business. We quote: 


“During the period from June to September, while changes 
in gold stock were small, the reserve banks purchased about 
$80,000,000 of Government securities in furtherance of a pol- 
icy of easing the credit situation. This policy was adopted 
by the system in consideration of the recession in business 
in the United States, of the relatively heavy indebtedness of 
member banks, and of the tendt®ncy toward firmer conditions 
in the money market. During this period it also became 
evident that there was a serious credit stringency in European 
countries generally, and it was felt that easy money in this 
country would help foreign countries to meet their autumn 
demand for credit and exchange without unduly depressing 


their exchanges or increasing the cost of credit to trude and 
industry. Easier credit conditions abroad would also facili- 
tate the financing of our exports and would thus be of henefit 
to American producers. By purchasing securities at that time, 
the Federal Reserve banks were in fact successful in easing 
the condition of the money market and in exerting a favor- 
able influence on the international financial situation. The 
purchase of securities, in the open market during the summer 
months was accompanied by reduction of the discount rate 
at all of the Federal Reserve banks from 4 to 3% per cent. 
* * * The decline of money rates to the low level which 
prevailed in this country beginning with August increased 
the differential between rates in this country and abroad, and 
led to a considerable outflow of funds from the United States 
with a consequent rapid advance of sterling and other ex- 
changes in the New York market.” 

We have never seen any reason why the System should 
hesitate to adopt constructive policies of the character de- 
scribed. What has amazed us has been the obvious attempt. 
over a long period, of the authorities to deny that their pol- 
icies could be either stimulating or depressing. us the cuse 
might be, to business in general. So, we have thought it an 
outrageous thing that a change in policy, admittedly sv vital 
to business everywhere, should be adopted without the public 
generally being advised of the change, a few gentlemen “in 
the know” having the power to line their own pockets by rea- 
son of their intimate knowledge, if so lost to honor as to do so. 

Fortunately, this newspaper, at the time the conference of 
central bankers in New York, last summer, resulted in this 
agreement to ease American credit, was able to make a public 
statement of what was going on and visualize its meaning. 

The Annual Report does not even mention that the policy 
then adopted was adopted as a result of this conference of 
central bankers in New York. The Report gives the impres- 
sion that the decisions reached were purely domestic in origin, 
although it is well known that the cry of Britain for help 
was a determinative factor. 

We think the policy justified itself and we think that the 
help extended to Britain ought by all means to have been 
given; but, we think every intelligent American citizen ought 
to resent the fact that the Federal Reserve authorities did 
not then make a proper public statement, and are not making 
one now. 

The Report then goes on to state that the Reserve System, 
when gold began to move out in the fall, “pursued the policy 
of offsetting the effects of these decreases on the money mar- 
ket through purchases of securities,” but later it was decided 
not to offset the gold exports “in consideration largely of the 
fact that in the absence of demand for additional credit from 








trade and industry there was a continued rapid growth in 
the volume of member bank credit used in investments and 
in loans on securities.” 

We get a good picture from the following paragraph in the 
Annual Report: 

“To summarize, Reserve bank policy in the early part of 
the year, when gold imports were exerting an influence toward 
easier money, was to refrain from taking an active position 
toward the market; in the spring and summer, in the absence 
of considerable net gold movements, the System’s policy was 
expressed in easing the money market through the purchase 
of securities and the reduction of discount rates; in the early 
autumn, when an outward movement of gold began, the Sys- 
tem offset in part the effect of gold withdrawals through pur- 
chases in the open market; and finally, in the closing months 
of the year, the System’s policy, in view of the rapid expan- 
sion of member bank credit, was to permit the continued 
outflow of gold to exert its customary tightening influence on 
credit conditions.” 

It is easy to see from the foregoing how vital the System’s 
policies are to underlying conditions, not only in this country, 
but also throughout the world. In the course of one short 
year, it (1) did nothing at all; (2) arbitrarily eased the 
money market; (3) undertook to offset the effect of gold 
withdrawals, and (4) quit doing so. Whoever happened to 
know what the Board was going to do in any one of these 
four periods was in a position to profit handsomely—and 
many not officially connected with the System did know. 


The Annual Report, further says: 


“The influence of the Federal Reserve System during the 
year, in so far as this has been consistent with the require- 
ments of the domestic situation, has been exerted toward 
conditions favorable to the maintenance and further progress 
of the gold standard. The policy of maintaining easy condi- 
tions in the money market, which was pursued by the System 
throughout a large part of 1927, has encouraged the flotation 
of foreign loans in the United States and facilitated the 
exportation of gold to countries undertaking monetary re- 
forms. In adopting a policy of international co-operation in 
support of the gold standard, the Federal Reserve system 
has acted in recognition of the responsibility resting upon this 
country, as the holder of nearly one-half of the world’s stock 
of monetary gold, and of the importance of sound monetary 
conditions throughout the world to the prosperity of industry 
and trade in the United States.” 

We think this is one of the most important statements the 
Board has made. It is to be read in connection with a state 
ment elsewhere in the Annual Report to the effect that “it has 
been a matter of great importance to the Federal Reserve 
System to restore those influences upon international gold 
movements under which traditional central bank policies have 
been developed and tested by experience. Important among 
these influences are the relative levels of money rates in 
the different money markets and the exchange values of the 
currencies. The effectiveness of these factors in determining 
the flow of gold between countries depends primarily upon the 
existence of a fixed relationship between the value of curren- 
cies and gold. The year 1927 has witnessed important prog- 
ress in re-establishing such relationship.” 

In his recent testimony in the hearings on the Strong bill, 
at Washington, Governor Strong has emphasized the thought 
that stabilization of the commodity price level can be brought 
about automatically through the return of the world to the 
gold standard, with its resulting theoretical freedom of gold 
movement. In the meantime, the exodus of gold has con- 
tinued in great volume. There have recently been the usual 
secret conferences. First, a high official of the Bank of Eng- 
land came to this country on an important, but undisclosed, 
mission; then, the Governor of the Bank of France held a 
long conference in London; then, representatives of the Bank 
of France came to the United States, where they have been 
conducting conferences that are admittedly of major impor- 
tance. 

No responsible authority urdertakes to tell what these 
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various conferences are about. In fact, the Governor of the 
Bank of England came to this country at least once without 
the fact ever being known, and on other occasions when he 
visited here on important missions it was authoritatively, but 
untruly, stated that his business was of a routine nature only. 
Apparently, we can negotiate for the export of hundreds of 
millions in gold and can expect only the most banal and unin- 
formative statements from our own authorities in relation 
thereto. 

Yet it would seem to be fairly clear that new and vital 
policy has been adopted. A redistribution of the world’s 
monetary gold is in process. We have no way of telling how 
much gold this country will think it safe to lose. Some 
economists assert that a billion of the metal can go out with- 
out undermining our credit structure. The movement is 
already rapidly approaching the half-billion point. All of the 
important European countries not yet on the gold standard 
are to go back to the gold standard. That probably is a tri- 
umph for American financial diplomacy. It is to our advan- 
tage, owning so much of the gold, to have the rest of the 
world acknowledge the sovereignty of that metal. But, we do 
not agree that any great volume of the metal can go out 
without its affecting our own credit conditions. When a half- 
billion of the metal came into the country, some three years 
ago, it was stated in the Federal Reserve Bulletin that a 
credit inflation of five billions had resulted. To say that this 
movement can be reversed without having a reverse effect is, 
we think, to trifle with the facts. This Annual Report itself 
speaks of the “customary tightening influences on credit con- 
ditions” of gold exports. 

It is possible, of course, by manipulation, particularly 
through purchases of Government securities, to counteract 
the effect of gold withdrawals. But, there must be a limit 
to that somewhere. The Reserve System, it is true, has long 
had this present situation in mind and has taken every precau- 
tion possible to absorb the shock of outgoing metal. It may 
be that its manipulatory tactics are sound and shrewd. We 
cannot forget, though, that it was an outward movement of 
gold, after the gold embargo was removed by President Wil- 
son, that was made the excuse for the “Great Deflation.” 

There are evidences that the speculative situation has got 
beyond the control of the Federal Reserve authorities. There 
is such an excess of investment funds that a mere rise in the 
rediscount rate would hardly have much of a curbing effect. 
About the only sure way of attacking this extravagant spec- 
ulation would be by permitting gold exports in volume. We 
have no doubt, therefore, that one reason why gold is moving 
across the seas in such volume is to bring the speculative 
situation more under the control of the Federal Reserve 
System. : 

There is another factor of large importance. In his recent 
speech at Charlotte, Secretary Mellon, after telling of the 
vast help that the Federal Reserve System had been in reviv- 
ing trade in the United States, expressed the belief that the 
System would be of aid in performing a comparable function 
in Europe, though to a lesser degree. The return of gold to 
Europe should ease the credit structure of that part of the 
world and be a stimulant of great power. There are many 
who expect a revival of industry in Europe, over the next 
two years, that will parallel the accomplishments made in 
the United States. 

It has required some courage on the part of the Federal 
Reserve Board to state openly that it has adopted policies 
intended “to encourage the flotation of foreign loans in the 
United States.” There are many who question the wisdom of 
the vast investments we are placing abroad. There are many 
who doubt if our bankers have shown sufficient care in 
scrutinizing loans that have been placed. We are acquiring a 
financial stake in Europe so vast that even minor events over 
there, of a political nature, must interest us hugely. Already, 
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it is estimated that there is a billion a year due us in interest, 
not counting the sums due in settlement of the War Debts, 
and we must begin to ask ourselves how we are to collect. 
Sooner or later, some of these international bankers will be 
demanding that we let down our tariff barriers in order to 
receive payment of interest on these foreign loans. It hardly 
does to trifle with principles on which the greatness of this 
nation has been built. 

Although the Annual Report gives the impression that 
much information is being held back that might properly be 
brought forward, still a casual reading of the document 
leaves an impression of the enormous power this Federal 
Reserve System exercises, not only in basic American affairs, 
but also over the fundamental activities of human kind 
everywhere. Here is an institution, the underlying policies of 
which change four times in a single year, with each change 
affecting prices everywhere. Yet, it is conducted with a 
secrecy almost beyond belief. Not long ago, President Cool- 
idge rather strongly intimated that no newspaper ought to 
criticize our fereign policy. It is considered a sort of lése 
majesty even to mention the Federal Reserve System without 
bowing and scraping. Why should it be sacrosanct? Even 
the Interstate Commerce Commission and the Supreme Court 
of the United States give reasons why they reach decisions. 
The Federal Reserve Board may occasionally give an explana- 
tion, but it seldom gives a reason. More often, it never even 
announced that a policy has been adopted until months later, 
when that policy has been abandoned. 

We think this country is entitled to know a little bit more 
about Federal Reserve policies, and promptly. 
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ARE THE RAILROADS FORCING LOW PRICES 
FOR COAL? 


WELL-KNOWN metallurgist of the Birmingham district 

in the course of a letter to the editor of the MANUFAC- 
TuRERS Recorp, referring to some statements made by this 
paper many years ago as to that district as a future iron and 
steel center, writes: 


“Today your predictions stand out boldly to me as not only 
accomplished facts in many respects, but they will even be 
eclipsed within the next 15 years. Today I was reading in 
the Iron Age a compilation of the 1927 ore production in the 
United States. The Lake districts produced 83 per cent, the 
the Southeast 11 per cent, and other sections 6 per cent. 
This 83 per cent represents more than 52,000,000 tons of ore 
drained from the Lake section as against about 7,500,000 tons 
in the Birmingham district. Just how long such a ‘drain’ on 
the Lake region can last is not hard to figure, for that section 
has been so thoroughly prospected that the answer is known. 

“T can vividly recall that back in 1907 while the really big 
men in the Birmingham district doubted the wisdom of the 
Steel Corporation absorbing the Tennessee Company, you 
were saying that time would reveal that it was a real boon 
to the district. I believed you, and as I grew older your view 
became more apparent to me. At the same time I could see 
the far-seeing wisdom of Judge Gary in acquiring these prop- 
erties, for that company knew for a certainty the period of 
years the Corporation would flourish on Lake ores, and then 
would have to depend largely on Southern ores. 

“T also know much more of the real coal situation today 
than I did 15 years ago. The trend of combinations in the 
coal fields of West Virginia is a wise one; it will be a wise 
one for the Birmingham district, and is sure to come in the 
not far distant future. The railroads are the largest con- 
sumers of coal; and the railroads, which depend on the coal 
operators for enormous freight revenues, are the least con- 
siderate purchasers of their product. The railroads being 
strong financially, and highly competitive purchasers of fuel 
thereby, are able to ‘play’ producers against each other to 
the extent that railroad coal in very many instances is bought 
at lower than production figures. It requires a strong com- 
bination to compete successfully with a strong combination; 
and I believe the shortsighted policy of railroads purchasing 
fuel will prove a great boomerang to them in the future.”

This is as it should be. The farmer needs protection just 
as much as do the industrial interests, even more, indeed. 
The prosperity of one means the prosperity of both. Neither 
ean thrive while the other is being ruined by free importa- 
tions. And now if the farmers of the South, who realize the 
need of protection, will unite with the industrial interests of 
the country, we may be able to secure a protective tariff for 
both interests sufficiently strong to bring prosperity to all. 
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TOO GREAT A CONTROL OVER BUSINESS. 


HE RAILWAY AGE in commenting on the decision of 
Interstate Commerce Commissioner Esch, in the matter 
of the Great Lakes coal rates, says: . 

“It is claimed that the decision of the commission was an 
attempt to equalize prosperity in different parts of the coal- 
mining industry; therefore the decision was economically and 
legally unsound; and Mr. Esch should be condemned because 
he voted for it. We agree that it was economically unsound, 
but was it legally unsound? Nothing could be plainer than 
that if the Hoch-Smith resolution means anything different 
from other provisions of law then it means the commission 
should use freight rates arbitrarily to equalize prosperity in 
different industries, if not in different parts of the same 
industry.” 

The very idea that this Commission should arbitrarily use 
freight rates to equalize prosperity in different industries and 
perhaps in different parts of the country is an indication of 
the dangers involved in this Commission. Freight rates 
should not be dominated by any commission or bureau for the 
purpose of arbitrarily equalizing prosperity in different indus- 
tries and in different sections, because to permit this would 
mean the absolute control of all business by a Government 
bureau. 





WALL STREET'S WILD GAMBLING. 


HE sheep and lambs who are “gamboling” in such lively 

way in Wall Street may expect soon to be relieved of all 
their wool and probably most of their hide. They are in a 
very dangerous position, for while “gamboling” they are 
gambling with all the cards against them. Whenever Wall 
Street is ready to unload, there will be a sad bleating of 
many sheep and lambs who are now gathering from all parts 
of this country and to some extent from all parts of Europe, 
for Europe as well as America is engaged in this wildest of 
the wild speculations that Wall Street has ever known. 
Billions of dollars will be wiped out over night whenever the 
turn comes, and then a collapse of the town lot boom in 
Florida, the break of the tulip gamble in Holland many years 
ago and the Mississippi Bubble will all seem picyunish com- 
pared with what will happen to Wall Street. Perhaps those 
who have money enough to buy securities, put them away, 
and lock them up may be saved from disaster, but the fellows 
who are gambling on margins may some day look for a sud- 
den turn. 

During 1906 and the early part of 1907, there was a wild 
boom in Wall Street which suddenly collapsed in 1907, and 
when the writer one morning asked a Baltimore banker what 
was the news from New York his reply was: “Hell has 
broke loose in Wall Street.” But a new crop of suckers to 
be played by Wall Street comes along every few years and 
empties all of its wool into the vast pockets of those who 
control the situation.

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BUILD THE NICARAGUAN CANAL. 


HE bill offered in Congress in favor of building the 

Nicaraguan Canal by a bond issue of $200,000,000 de- 
serves the immediate and favorable consideration of the 
House and Senate. That amount, however, may fall con- 
siderably short of what will be required to build the Nica- 
raguan Canal wide enough and deep enough to meet the 
increasing size for the ships of today. The Panama Canal 
was slightly injured lately and a great Navy ship was en- 
dangered by reason of the width of the ship being a little 
too much for the width of the Canal. The estimates of the 
cost of a Nicaraguan Canal made years ago would be totally 
inadequate for the present time, but the cost is immaterial; 
for, this country can abundantly afford to build a canal across 
Nacaragua big enough to meet every requirement for the 
future. 

Until that canal is built, our commerce between the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific is endangered and our safety in time of war 
would be seriously menaced. Many things might happen to 
the Panama Canal to block it, and instantly the entire traffic 
between the east and west coast, and from the east coast 
to the west coast of South America and the Orient would be 
ir chaos. The desirability of the Panama Canal was vigor- 
ously fought by C. P. Huntington and other railroad leaders. 
Dire predictions of all kinds were made to prevent its con- 
struction, but it has more than fulfilled the anticipations of 
those who saw its necessity for commerce, as well as for our 
own protection in case of war. 

The Nicaraguan Canal should be built just as promptly 
as the necessary engineering survey can be made. Its con- 
struction would enormously enhance the prosperity of the 
United States, and would settle difficulties in Nicaragua 
which threaten to continue for years to come unless we take 
some such steps as this to bring about an entirely new era 
in that country. The building of this canal is a necessity to 
commerce and to our safety in time of war. The bill in its 
favor should be passed at this session, so that the engineering 
work can be promptly put under way. 
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The Board of Commissioners of Mobile, Ala., contemplates 
issuing $600,000 bonds for extending sewers and water mains 
in territory recently annexed, and is also considering the 
installation of 20 miles of white way lighting to cost $250,000. 
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“Raw Materials the Foundation of Civilization.” 


3y E. E. Euis, President, Universal Exploration Company, New York. 


Raw materials are the foundation of civilization. In the 
primitive days they were the fruits, nuts, roots and animal 
life, with the materials for capture; fiber, stone and even- 
tually metal. 

As civilization advanced by reason of the finding, manufac- 
turing and utilization of metallics, the use of other natural 
products became possible, starting with the ability to fabricate 
and utilize wood and timber, making possible the traversing 
of water barriers, the use of the forest, the cultivation of the 
soil and the construction of buildings. 

The raw materials may be divided into two fundamental 
classes: First, those which are organic and reproductive, 
such as timber, animals and agricultural products, and, 
second, those which are mineral and non-reproductive, such 
as oil, coal, stone, metallic minerals. In the latter class, 
statisticians have estimated that we have used more during 
the past 28 years than in ail the previous 6000 years of 
recorded history. Whether correct or not, this figure prob- 
ably approximates the truth. 

Our modern system of civilization is based on the second 
group and without them, or upon their exhaustion, the entire 
structure would fail and we would of necessity revert to the 
primitive form, existing on the first type, but losing all effec- 
tive means of travel and communication. This eventuality 
will, of course, never happen, as our civilization or, rather, 
scientific accomplishments have advanced to a degree that we 
can safely expect that in the event of the complete exhaustion 
of one article its place will be taken by some satisfactory 
substitute. ‘ 

However, it is doubtful whether many individuals, and 
even some of the ablest of our industrial leaders, realize the 
full value and necessity for the ownership of these raw mate- 
rials of the second class, whether in the form of private 
ownership for the protection of an industry or in national 
ownership for the prosperity and protection of the nation. 

The factors which have had the greatest influence in the 
development of wild country into settled areas have been 
these raw materials of the second class—gold, silver, iron, 
copper, lead, zinc, precious stones—and the search for them 
has led to a knowledge and eventual development of the 
former wilderness for agriculture and timber, and we are 
now capturing other sections for the installation of plants to 
produce electric energy which in its far-reaching applications 
makes possible the development of additional remote and 
isolated sections of the wilderness with supplies of the raw 
materials of both classes. 

This nation was founded on agriculture, but necessity plus 
the possession of virgin natural resources soon led to manu- 
facturing, and its development at a rate unprecedented in 
history has made us one of the greatest nations in the world, 
but one which, in spite of its tremendous agricultural devel- 
opment, could make little mark in world importance with its 
manufacturing gone. 

We commonly attribute this growth to the great talent of 
our industrial leaders, to their vision and organizing ability, 
tou the chemists and engineers and our scientific education. 
These elements of education, brain and character have been 
factors and are essential, but they can accomplish nothing 
without the tools and materials upon which they can utilize 
these gifts and accomplishments. 

Without our natural resources of the second class, we would 


have still made progress, but it is evident that we would not 
only not occupy our present position in the world’s affairs, 
but possibly and probably would not be an independent 
nation. We would have a country of a few million only, if 
we begin to eliminate such cities as Pittsburgh, Detroit, 
Cleveland and Birmingham, and reduce our great commercial 
cities, such as New York and Chicago, to a commensurate 
basis. 

If it is asked why they would not exist under the influence 
of our progressive engineers even without the raw materials, 
an answer in part is that there would have been no stimula- 
tion to the starting of the manufacturing nor to the imagina- 
tion of men in terms of wealth and accomplishment to develop 
these energies. There are many instances of countries of far 
greater age without the raw material wealth which are not 
far removed from their condition of 200 years ago; there is 
probably only one country in the world with greater age and 
somewhat similar opportunities, and that is Russia. Here we 
see the effect of a government for the people and the nation 
and a nation of fresh blood and ambition as against a govern- 
ment for a special class and a nation of repression and stag- 
nation; but the ownership of these materials is certain to 
result in the eventual establishment of Russia and its posses- 
sions as one of the great nations. Progress there may be 
checked, but nature has made a final result of greatness 
inevitable. 

Great Britain, because of one metal, tin, which it had in 
quantities and other nations to a very slight degree, and tin 
being an essential to bronze, one of the few known alloys of 
the times, had trading relations with the Phoenecians before 
the time of Christ and shortly afterwards was invaded by the 
Romans. However, for centuries it was a nation living on 
the reproductive raw materials and was one of the nations 
which even for the times was classed as uncivilized. Its 
progress and development as a nation of major importance 
began and progressed with its production and utilization of 
its own raw materials of the second class, coal and iron, and 
the acquisition of foreign possessions with access to their 
stores of natural wealth. 

The passing of Alsace-Lorraine with its iron ores to Ger- 
many at the conclusion of the Franco-Prussian War was a 
blow to the manufacturing development of France and the 
discovery of extensions of these iron ‘ore fields on her own 
territory was a vital factor in enabling her to gain in manu- 
facturing and prepare for the war of 1914. The regaining of 
this territory and the accompanying securing of coal are 
being now reflected in her industries. 

There are comparatively few in the United States who 
realize the far-seeing strategy of the British statesmen in 
securing possession and control of regions with great natural 
wealth in raw materials at the conclusion of the Great War. 


. The cash debt is a present urgent necessity, but the future 


value of these acquisitions of ground wealth will be reflected 
in the prosperity of future generations. 

If the underlying causes of many great wars of history 
could be revealed, it would be shown that the factors of 
major importance were the securing of these products of 
nature, either as to their source or in their manufactured 
form as material wealth. In the early periods of history, the 
endeavor was to capture the visible or manufactured wealth 
and to secure tribute from the producing power of the cap- 
tured territory, and later wars were for the source itself, and 
the outstanding nations today are those which are utilizing 
these raw materials which occur on their own soil. While 
supplemented by raw materials from other countries, the 








foundation of their industrial success and national importance 
is their own reservoir of raw materials. 

In our business structure we have several classes of great 
industry, the foremost being the railroads, whose dependence 
upon the distribution of raw materials is too plain to require 
comment. The next greatest industry is probably the public 
utilities, in which the control of electric energy is a dominant 
factor. The production of this energy, while in part from 
water-power, is largely dependent upon coal in all the areas 
of great population, the water-power plants requiring prac- 
tically an equal installation of stand-by steam power, and 
steam plant generation being far greater in amount. Many 
companies are now establishing their generating plants at the 
mines. The next greatest is iron and steel manufacture, the 
strongest of the companies in this class being conspicuous by, 
and largely owing their importance to, their ownership of 
raw materials. 

The oil industry and mining industry, by their very nature, 
must control their own raw materials. Cement plants must 
be located close to, and own their own, basic raw materials, 
as is true of producers of other building products, such as 
brick plants, marble and stone works. 

In recent years we have been building up great industries, 
such as the automobile plants, wire and wireless transmission 
of messages, chemical industries; but each of them is essen- 
tially dependent upon our own manufacturing industries and 
these in turn are essentially dependent upon the raw mate- 
rials in our own soil. The chemical industry is probably at 
present making the most rapid advance of any group and, 
of all the basic materials of the chemical trade, coal is now 
and promises to remain the most important. On an imported 
raw material, we may take a temporary front position by 
reason of process, plant or capital, but it cannot be main- 
tained. 

The backbone of an indivf{dual industry is a satisfactory 
control of its own basic raw material, whether by ownership, 
control or purchase, and the basis of our national existence 
as a great nation lies in the raw materials as minerals in 


its soil. 





Shenandoah Apple Blossom Festival. 


The fifth annual Shenandoah Apple Blossom Festival at 
Winchester, Va., this spring gives promise of being much 
larger than the celebration of last year, which was enjoyed 
by approximately 100,000 people, according to Ray Robinson, 
director-general. The growing season now is about ten days 
later than normal, and it is quite probable the fete will be 
held early in May. Exact dates will be announced 15 days 
in advance. 

About 11,000 school children of Northern Virginia and 
nearby West Virginia and Maryland will be in the “parade 
of blossoms” the first day, and a pageant of music and dances 
will be given by 350 Handley High School students on the 
72-acre school campus both days. The coronation of “Queen 
Shenandoah” will be a feature and the queen is expected to 
be crowned by Col. Charles A. Lindbergh or Comdr. Richard 
E. Byrd. On the second day, “Queen Shenandoah,” on her 
throne of gold and purple, will ride at the head of a tri- 
umphal parade, made up of civic, military, fraternal, educa- 
tional, industrial, transportation and musical organizations 
with several score of floats, decorated cars and displays. 





State-Owned Cement Plant for Texas. 


Austin, Texas.—In compliance with a resolution adopted 
by the Legislature, the State Board of Control has taken 
steps to construct and operate a State-owned cement plant. 
It is possible that the proposed plant will be one of the in- 
dustries of the State Prison Commission. 
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$4,000,000 Theater Opened in Kansas City. 


The Loew-Midland Theater in Kansas City, Mo., erected 
with a store and office group at a cost of approximately

been opened. The structure is fireproof, of granite, terra 
cotta and brick, with an auditorium seating 5000, lounge, 
smoking and cosmetic rooms, promenades and other features.

Southern Pine Association Holds Constructive 
Convention. 


(Special Correspondence Manufacturers Record.] 


New Orleans, March 31. 


Development of the lumber industry in general, on construc- 
tive and progressive lines, was the subject considered and the 
aim adopted at the thirteenth annual meeting of the Southern 
Pine Association, one of the most important components of 
the great lumber interest, held here this week. And as “in 
union there is strength,” so did President A. J. Peavy lay 
emphasis on his utterance, “The time is upon us when the 
Southern Pine industry must think and act in harmonious 
accord and unity; the problems that confront us can be met 
in no other way.” 

So, in practical fashion, the participants discussed concrete 
points in detail in connection with the lumber business and 
also in connection with construction. “Quality Lumber, or 
Junk?’ was the topic of Arthur Koehler, United States Forest 
Products Laboratory; suggestions from the sales field to the 
mill managers and from the mill manager to the salesmen 
were presented by competent speakers; “How Close Can We 
Manufacture to Standard,” was explained by J. B. Channing 
of Orange, Tex., and “How Should Our Lumber Leave Our 
Mill” was handled by L. F. Nelson of Lumberton, Miss. These 
few topics, picked at random from the program, give some 
idea of the practical manner in which the convention handled 
its great business plans. 

Welcome to the members of the former Georgia-Florida 
Saw Mill Association was extended by the Association through 
Secretary-Manager H. C. Berckes, who expressed apprecia- 
tion that the organization of 30 years’ standing had “sacri- 
ficed many traditions and group functions” in order to enlist 
in the Southern Pine Association in a body. 

F. W. Reimers, Hammond, La., was elected president, suc- 
ceeding Mr. Peavy, and M. L. Fleishel, Jacksonville, Fla., and 
O. O. Axley, Warren, Ark., were elected vice-presidents. H. C. 
Berckes was re-elected secretary-treasurer. Henry M. Young, 
New Orleans, was re-elected treasurer. 

Directors were chosen by States as represented within the 
Southern Pine producing territory. Alabama, Arkansas, Flor- 
ida, Mississippi, Missouri and Texas are represented by three 
directors each and Louisiana was given four. 

First reciting some of the achievements of the Association 
in its history and then disclosing that the total production of 
all the member mills in 1927 was 3,612,000,000 feet, President 
Peavy added: 

“This is an age of combined resistance, that renders indi- 
vidualism a relic of the past. Today industry is in competi- 
tion with industry. The keen scientific competition must be 
met with corresponding ability, supported by value and 
service. We need only to rededicate our talents and concen- 
trate our energies unselfishly to our great industry and to 
the friendly public we are privileged to serve. These in- 
dividual and collective duties observed, Southern Pine will 
continue to serve and satisfy a growing demand.” 

Emphatic hope that the movement for establishment of a 
Federal Department of Education be curbed was expressed by 
John H. Kirby of Houston, one of the most widely known 
figures in the lumber business of the country and long con- 
nected with forward steps as regards educational problems. 
In part he said: 

“There is not a line on a clause in the Constitution of the 
United States which bestows upon the Congress authority 
to create such a department or to exercise any power or 
control whatsoever over education in these States. In so far 
as any governmental power has authority over the education 


of the children of this Republic, that power rests exclusively 
with these sovereign States. The Supreme Court has de- 


clared, and I here assert, that it is the right of the fathers 
and mothers of America to send their children to such schools 
and have them instructed in such branches as in their judg- 
ment will make them useful men and women and that any 
effort on the part of any Government to deny or abridge 
this right is tyranny.” 

Fabrication of long leaf and short leaf Southern Pine 
in various items for which there already is a recognized de- 
mand offers untold possibilities to progressive manufacturers, 
according to B. H. Bolinger of Shreveport, La., who said: 

“Radical as this statement may seem, the low prices 
received for our product lately have probably been a God- 
send to the industry as a whole, as it has caused us to take 
stock and give serious thought to bettering our position, as 
never before in the history of lumber. Our trade promotion 
committee meetings assume almost the appearance of annual 
meetings. We are actively backing up our advertising de- 
partment and have fallen in line with our merchandising 
counsel. Lumber, in the past, has not been poorly merchan- 
dised—it has not been merchandised at all. It has merely 
been produced and the customer has been allowed to come 
and get it. 


“We, as lumber manufacturers, have always had with us 
the problem of disposing of the item which, for want of a 
better designation, we have termed shorts. We have looked 
upon these as undesirable material, to be disposed of in any 
manner possible, and the best method we have devised up 
to the present time has been to force these short lengths upon 
the retailer by insisting that he take a certain percentage 
of them with his random length shipments. We must now 
consider the ultimate consumer as our customer, and sell 
him. The retailer is really our distributing agent.” 

And so it was that production and refinement in the manu- 
facture of long leaf and short leaf Southern Pine was the 
main topic of addresses and discussions throughout an entire 
day. Improved methods of manufacture offer a field of great 
business scope in the Southern Pine business, according to 
the consensus of the addresses and discussions. Also, Axel 
H. Oxholm, director of the national committee on wood 
utilization of the Department of Commerce,‘ said that the 
principal aims of his group, headed by Secretary Hoover, are 
for as near 100 per cent utilization of every tree cut as pos- 
sible, which, he said, will lead to conservation of the great 
long leaf and short leaf Southern Pine forests. Many of the 
trees now being cut in all lumber producing sections of the 
nation are being utilized to only a third of their value, Mr. 
Oxholm said. 


John M. Bissell of Laurel, Miss., chairman of the Southern 
Pine Association’s committee on production and refinement, 
Gealt with the Southern Pine lath situation and led a gen- 
eral discussion of ways and means of improving manufacture 
of this item to meet the demands of modern construction. 
Mr. Bissell said that the Southern Pine manufacturers will 
take steps to retrieve much of the lath market which has 
been lost in recent years. 

The mills of the Southern Pine Association should instruct 
their graders and employes generally to respect suggestions 
and recommendations of the organization’s inspection force, 
said Mr. Nelson, and with the proper steps of cutting, season- 
ing, manufacturing and grading complied with, care should 
be taken in placing the lumber in the car. He also pointed 
out that the simple expedient of keeping the lumber clean 
is one step which can be taken toward satisfactory delivery. 
J. E. Jones, chief inspector of the Southern Pine Associa- 
tion, said that he considered it possible to manufacture to 
standard 100 per cent, but that grading 100 per cent was 
another question and that the percentage in this connection 
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was good at 95 per cent, and C. C. Sheppard of Clarks, La., 
took a prominent part in the discussion of grading as it 
relates in manufacture to standard. He said that any lumber 
mill selling sub-standard material as manufactured according 
to American Lumber Standards is undermining the entire 
industry. It was brought out that of the mills represented 
at the mill managers meeting practically all were manufac- 
turing strictly according to American lumber standards. 

Somewhat on the same line, belief that grade-marking of 
lumber can be made an effective measure for the benefit of 
manufacturer, retail distributor and ultimate consumer by 
100 per cent adherence to this practice by long leaf and short 
leaf Southern Pine producers, was voiced by F. H. Farwell 
of Orange, Tex., who said that he believes grade-marking 
can be successful only by a united stand of all manufacturers. 

The convention decided to spend $100,000 during the year 
on newspaper and magazine advertising, and $30,000 on pam- 
phiet advertising. It adopted a resolution asking the National 
Lumber Manufacturers Association to conduct a test case on 
miscellaneous rates ruled against by the board of tax appeals. 

The attendance at the convention was large and the partici- 
pants were earnest in their discussion of the problems and 
opportunities of their industry. 





Southern Pacific Company Report. 

Net income of the Southern Pacific Lines and solely con- 
trolled affiliated companies for 1927 is given as $35,999,196, 
exclusive of all inter-company dividends, in the forty-fourth 
annual report of the Southern Pacific Company, the amount 
earned on the average amount of outstanding capital stock 
of the company being 9.67 per cent. The net railway operat- 
ing income was $51,604,068, gnd the non-operating income was 
$11,057,274, giving a gross income of $62,661,343, or 7.45 per 
cent less than the previous year. The income balance trans- 
ferred to credit of profit and loss was $32,136,343. Dividend 
payments in 1927 were $22,342,929, practically the same as 
in 1926. 

In explanation of a slight shrinkage in the total railway 
operating revenues, the report says that, notwitistanding 
the disastrous Mississippi flood and other adverse condi- 
tions, this income showed gains early in the year, but suffered 
to a more than offsetting extent later because of general slow- 
ing up in business, a shortage in the cotton crop and “the 
ever increasing inroads of automobile competition in both 
the passenger and freight business of the lines.” Of an in- 
crease of $2,580,000 in railway operating expenses, the re- 
port says, about $2,000,000 was due to increased wage rates 
awarded by United States arbitration boards, “without any 
corresponding increase in transportation rates.” 

The revenue freight of 15,133,358,240 ton-miles was the 
largest ever handled in the company’s history, exceeding the 
peak year of 1926 by over 400,000,000 ton-miles. The net 
freight railway operating revenue was $216,616,634. The net 
passenger railway operating revenue was $53,240,928. 

New steel rail was laid on 536.82 miles of track, more than 
4,400,000 ties were used and over 24,000,000 feet of lumber. 
Eighteen hundred and nine-two employes were carried on 
the pension roll, for $1,095,586. William Sproule is presi- 
dent and Henry W. de Forest is chairman of the executive 
committee.

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Will Rogers Discusses Politics. 


Daytona Beach, Fla., March 30—[Special.]—Will Rogers, 
the inimitable, in one of his characteristic lectures in this 
city recently, said that he wanted to talk a little on politics, 
and asked for a vote as to whom the audience preferred for 
President. The Auditorium, seating 2500, was crowded to 
its capacity, with many standing in the side aisles. It 
was a cosmopolitan crowd, representing every section of 
the country—North, South, East and West. After talking 
a few minutes about Hoover, Rogers asked all in the audi- 
ence who wanted Hoover as President to hold up their hands. 
Instantly what looked like about half the crowd had their 
hands uplifted. Then he talked a little about the statesman- 
ship of Hughes and said that unfortunately the country had 
judged Hughes by his dignity and his whiskers rather than 
by his brain; and then he asked how many wanted Hughes 
for President. The response seemed almost as great as for 
Hoover. Then discussing President Coolidge, he called for 
a vote on Coolidge, and the number of hands that went up 
was very much smaller than for Hoover or for Hughes. So 
far as I could see, and much to my surprise, not a single 
hand went up when a vote was asked for Lowden. 

Turning from the Republican party to the Democratic 
situation, and claiming to be a Democrat, Rogers said that 
it mattered not who was nominated at Houston, for he would 
not be elected, “as this is not a Democratic year.” “The main 
difference,” said he, “between the Democrats and the Repub- 
licans is a difference of about seven million votes.” 

Praising Governor Smith quite highly as a man, he called 
for votes on Smith and received a comparatively small num- 
ber; then he said that he had traveled over this country from 
end to end, mingled with the people everywhere, and that no 
wet candidate could possibly be elected, as this country was 
dry. “Dry,” said he, “so far as voting is concerned, for even 
men who are so drunk they can hardly walk to the polls will 
vote dry; and, therefore, any candidate that is supposed to 
be wet will be defeated.” 

His tribute to Lindbergh was superb, praising him unstint- 
edly as having rendered a service to the whole world, and in 
some ways being a superman for the good of mankind. Rogers 
was in the City of Mexico on the day that Lindbergh arrived. 
He stated that from seven o’clock in the morning until Lind- 
bergh’s arrival after three in the afternoon, President Calles 
and every member of the Cabinet and 200,000 Mexicans were 
out in the field awaiting him. He overheard Calles say to 
Ambassador Morrow as Lindbergh was a little late in arriv- 
ing: “If anything should happen to that boy, it would be a 
world disaster !” 

In praising the Mexican people for the tribute they paid 
to Lindbergh, Rogers said that no other man had ever 
received such an overwhelming tribute as was given to Lind- 
bergh when he landed in the City of Mexico. 





To Stimulate Industry in Alabama. 


Invitations to industry to locate in Alabama and a co-opera- 
tive effort to promote industrial development in that State 
are expected to result from a meeting held recently at Flor- 
ence, in which the participants were Governor Graves, S. M. 
Dunwoody, commissioner of agriculture and industries; Presi- 
dent Thomas Martin of the Alabama Power Company, Presi- 
dent Theodore Swann of the Federal Phosphorus Company, 
President George Gordon Crawford of the Tennessee Coal, 
Iron and Railroad Company and Ben Russell of the Russell 
Manufacturing Company, Alexander City. An official State 
commission for the promotion of industries was authorized 
by the legislature with the Governor, ex-officio, as chairman. 
Mr. Swann was named by the Governor as vice-chairman and 
will relieve the chairman of much work.

FLORIDA SUPREME COURT UPHOLDS GOVERNOR'S FINANCE PLAN—$10,000,000 BONDS 
ALREADY UNDER CONTRACT—TO RESUME WORK PROMPTLY.

Tallahassee, Fla., March 31. 

The Supreme Court of Florida by a unanimous decision has 
sustained the validity of the much disputed Everglades financ- 
ing program. Governor John W. Martin is quoted as saying 
that $10,000,000 of the bonds will be sold immediately and 
that drainage work will begin as soon as the machinery is 
assembled. Two New York houses, Dillon, Read & Co. and 
Eldredge & Co., hold a contract for the purchase of $10,000,- 
000 of the bonds, subject to legal establishment of their vaiid- 
ity. The bonds immediately affected by the terms of the 
decision were contracted for on May 11, 1927, and are 5 per 
cent issues of the Everglades Drainage District, maturing in 
from 20 to 40 years, and were purchased at a price of about 
91, or on a basis of about 55 per cent. 

The drainage Acts passed by the 1927 legislature—advocated 
in a personal message delivered to the law body by the Gov- 
ernor—provide for the diversion of certain funds derived 
from Everglades land by the State Board and the imposition 
of an ad valorem tax for paying off of the proposed additional 
$20,000,000 bond debt. Following the introduction of the 
measures, Governor Martin made a trip to New York, where 
he negotiated a sale for the bonds to the two firms named 
above, the agreement being predicated upon the State Supreme 
Court holding valid any legislative action authorizing the issue. 

Validation of the issue comes as a climax to a two-year 
fight by the Governor to provide sufficient funds for Ever- 
glades drainage work. Since 1919, the district has issued 
about $12,000,000 in bonds and the drainage board has neared 
the end of its financial strength. Following the 1926 hurri- 
cane, conferences were held to plan for additional financing 
of the drainage operations. 


Dissenters raised the question as to the responsibility for 
the payment of these bonds, claiming that regardless of the 
reference to the liability of the particular lands for the spe- 
cial tax that the entire State would become responsible for 
the payment. An appeal to the courts was made, and the 
decision just handed down is an answer to the whole con- 
tention. . 

In part, the court holds that the ad valorem tax does not 
bind the State or deprive persons of property without due 
process of law, and that the title of the Act “is sufficient to 
express a single subject. The drainage operations are de- 
signed to benefit the lands in the district, and the legislature 
has the power to levy reasonable taxes for such work.” Ac- 
cording to the judges, the ad valorem tax is not a double tax, 
nor is it unlawful delegation of the power to tax. The court 
further states that “where a project is of such a nature that 
1 common benefit may be anticipated, a reasonable tax upon 
just valuations may be imposed.” Flood control as well as 
public safety and health are among the public improvements 
designed by the drainage operations in the Everglades Drain- 
age District. 

The decision was received with satisfaction by a large part 
of the people of the State because the matter of draining the 
Everglades has come to national attention, and it is felt that 
a direct loss to the State would have resulted had develop- 
ment plans been checked through any defect in legislation 
and’ in the financing plan. The carrying out of the develop- 
ment program will mean that about 4,000,000 acres of extraor- 
dinarily fine soil will eventually be put into cultivation and 
will attract agriculturists not only in this country, but also 
from foreign countries, it is believed. 





Harvest of 50,000,000 Acres Exported. 

The output of approximately 50,000,000 acres of American 
farm land was represented in last year’s exports of cotton, 
wheat, wheat flour, barley and rye, according to an estimate 
by the Commerce Department. Official figures give the com- 
bined value of these exports during 1927 as $1,226,266,045. It 
is estimated that from 112,000,000 to 120,000,000 acres were 
required to produce the entire domestic crop of these com- 
modities. 

It is pointed out that the export acreage figures would be 
increased materially if consideration was given to other 
leading commodities, such as tobacco, corn, corn fed pork and 
cotton textiles. Nearly 9,500,000 bales of cotton, valued at 
$826,000,000, found their way into foreign countries during 
1927, and it is estimated that it required about 30,000,000 
acres of land to produce the raw cotton exports. The export 
trade in wheat, wheat flour, barley and rye amounted to 
8,337,000 short tons, representing the production of about 
20,000,000 acres. 

The largest share of the cotton was shipped to Germany, 
that country taking about 2,611,000 bales, valued at $230,695,- 
000. The United Kingdom imported 1,694,000 bales, valued at 
$140,167,000, while Japan, the third ranking country in Amer- 
ican cotton export trade, took 1,437,000 bales. France fol- 
lowed with 945,000; Italy, 670,000; Russia, 475,000; Spain, 
315,000; British India, 262,000; Belgium, 266,000; Canada, 
264,000 ; China, 243,000, and the Netherlands, 135,000. 

Flour exports represented .12,826,000 barrels, or over 10 


per cent of the country’s entire flour trade. The bulk of the 
export of wheat grain found its way to the principal European 
countries, and from 200,000 to 250,000 freight cars were neces- 
sary to haul the flour and grain products to seaboard for 
shipment to foreign markets. 





Merged Companies to Build Gas Lines. 


San Antonio, Texas.—Following the consolidation under one 
management of the Southern Gas Company of San Antonio, 
and other subsidiaries of the Houston Gas Securities Com- 
pany, 40 miles of additional gas lines will be built, according 
to Frank J. Stoltz of New York, president of the companies. 
Twenty miles of main line will be built from Lucas in the 
southern part of Live Oak County to the White Point gas 
field to connect with the lines of the Houston Gulf Gas Com- 
pany, and 20 miles from Gonzales to the New Braunfels and 
Austin line of the company to the Southwestern Gas Com- 
pany’s system, both of these companies also being subsidiaries 
of the Houston Gas Securities Company.

ing a small and uncommonly disreputable settlement, mostly 
negroes, and got J. Fred Johnson to take charge of the devel- 
opment. 

Mr. Johnson planned his city, made a careful analysis 
of its advantages for manufacture, and went after those 
industries best suited to the locality. “An industry that didn’t 
belong here would fail. It would be a liability to us; not an 
asset,” he will tell you. “We want industries that can fit 
into the peculiar advantages of our locality and prosper. But 
that is not all. We will have only those industries which, 
while fitting into those advantages, also have our own attitude 
of mind toward their labor. We have here a very high class 
of labor, and we don’t want them imposed upon, exploited or 
mistreated. So we exercise a pretty strict supervision over 
the people we admit.” 

There are some large factories in Kingsport. The Pennsyl- 
vania-Dixie Cement Corporation, which employs 225 workers 
and annually produces about 1,300,000 barrels of cement, is 
working out a dust-prevention system which, when it becomes 
effective, will correct the only objectionable feature my 
critical eye could see in the town. The Kingsport Press, with 
a pulp and paper mill in its back yard, hauls in logs from the 
forest, and ships out printed and bound books. The president 
of the Press, Mr. Johnson told me, recently took an order for 
25,000 copies of a 500-page volume to be printed on special 
paper, and in 16 days after the logs had left the forest the 
books were printed, bound and on their way to Boston. The 
big Borden cotton mill of the American Printing Company 


brought its machinery from its Massachusetts plant, where 
labor troubles had made business life almost intolerable, and 
settled in this land of satisfied, willing help. 

It is astonishing how many industrial developments of the 
first magnitude are taking place in this hilly, wooded corner 
of Tennessee. One drives through a country either heavily 
forested or largely in farms, thinking that no industrial de- 
velopments can be under way anywhere in that part of the 
State, only to run out of the woods into a humming manufac- 
turing town of many industries, or into one or two plants of 
great size. From the industries of Kingsport to Elizabethton 
is about 30 miles, first east and then south. The road lies 
through farm and forest land, the last 8 or 10 miles of it 
skirting the western border of the Unaka National Forest. 
Elizabethton is a small town with an agricultural past. But 
a few years ago the American Bemberg Corporation went in 
there, bought land about half a mile or so from the heart of 
the town, and built the first unit of its rayon plant. This 
unit, housing the office and, therefore, not yet operating at its 
ultimate capacity, employs 1600 people. Ground has been 
broken for the second unit, and the company states that as 
rapidly as the market justifies the expansion it will build a 
total of five units, all similar to the present one, and every 
one, when operating at full capacity, employing 1800 people, 
or 9000 in all. Recently the American Glanzstoff Corporation 


bought land adjoining the, Bemberg Corporation, announced 
plans for a rayon plant of equal size, and started work on the 
first of its five units. The difference between these two plants 
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is that Bemberg uses cotton linters as its raw material, while 
Glanzstoff uses wood pulp. 

When I asked a Bemberg executive where the 18,000 hands 
would come from for all of these 10 units, he said, “Oh, they 
flock in from the hills faster than we can hire them.” Asked 
as to the quality of the labor, he said, “There is none better 
in the world.” 

Our next stop was at Mascot, 10 miles east of Knoxville, 
where are located the mines and plant of the American Zinc 
Company. These mines have been worked for many years, 
and the shafts and passages extended for great distances un- 
der ground. H.I. Young, genial vice-president.of the company, 
had invited us to visit the mines and recovery plant, and when 
we arrived he asked Mr. Coy, superintendent of all under- 
ground work, to take us through the mines. We went down 
to the 500-foot level. The ore, we found, does not run in 
regular veins, but occurs in great pockets, connected by slen- 
der threads, throughout a very deep and extensive deposit of 
hard limestone. 

The passages of the mine follow the threads of ore from

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by water separates the coarser particles; the finely ground 
material is recovered by flotation. 

As we left the zinc plant we headed west, straight for the 
rim of the Valley of East Tennessee and, beyond, the Cum- 
berland Plateau. 

Not all of Tennessee’s mineral deposits lie within the Valley, 
but so many of them do that it may well be called the State’s 
mineral storehouse. From the bauxite deposits that we 
passed just outside of Chattanooga to the Roane Iron Com- 
pany, at Rockwood, as we left the Valley, we had been run- 
ning over or between deposits of valuable minerals for 850 
miles. That mighty triumvirate, coal, iron and limestone, 
occurs here in close proximity. Limestone and clay, or shale, 
provide the raw materials for the Valley’s three cement plants, 
one at Kingsport and two at Chattanooga. In 1925 these 
plants produced 4,142,000 barrels of cement; in 1926, 4,576,000 
barrels. In 1927 the depression in the industry, due partly 
tc imports of foreign cement, cut over 1,000,000 barrels off 
Tennessee’s production.

Fire brick are made near Chatta- 
nooga, while shale brick manufacture is scattered over the 
whole Valley. Tennessee marble is famous. It has been 
quarried for 90 years, first in Hawkins county, in the north- 
ern end; of late years, in Knox and Blount counties. The 
fact that it is used in enormous quantities in many States 
of the Union is apparent to anyone who observes the fre- 
quency of its use in public buildings all over the country.

West of Knoxville we were in a limestone belt. 
farm houses and barns were large and prosperous-looking and 
the soil had the rich, dark, chocolate look that we associate 
with great fertility. West of the valley such land extends 
for miles, and McMinnville, lying near its center, is said to 
be the richest town per capita in the State. 

About ten miles east of McMinnville, at Rock Island, there 
is the 35,510-horsepower Great Falls hydro-electric station of 
the Tennessee Electric Power Company, as odd in the fashion 
in which the engineers took advantage of the geological forma- 
tion as any of those on the Ocoee and Little Tennessee rivers. 
The dam on the Caney Fork River just below its confluence 
with the Collins River backs water up both streams. In the 
channel of the Caney Fork below the dam there is a series of 
natural falls. The power house is built below those falls, 
and two parallel tunnels through the high ridge separating 
the back-water on the Collins River from the bed of the 
Caney Fork tap the joint reservoir and take advantage of a 
series of cascades below the dam, thus giving a hydrostatic 
head of 147 feet, or 72 feet greater than could be had if the 
power house were built at the dam, which is only 75 feet high. 
The dividing ridge is so narrow that a man standing at its 
center could throw a stone in one direction into the back- 
water of the reservoir and in the opposite direction onto the 
power house. The dam backs water 25 miles up the Caney 
Fork River and 12 miles up the Collins, giving a usable 
storage of 52,000 acre-feet, or 5,300,000 kilowatt-hours. 

The rich farming section that surrounds McMinnville ex- 
tends to Murfreesboro. The latter town is an important dairy 
center, being the location of a $500,000 plant of the Carna- 
tion Milk Company and of what is described as the largest 
co-operative creamery in the South. The latter is the Ruther- 
ford County Creamery, presided over by W. R. Clark, owned 
and supplied with milk by 2000 farmers, of whom 1800 are in 
Rutherford county. Started in 1913 with borrowed capital, 
and using the product of 500 cows, it now has an investment 
of $90,000, owes nothing, takes the milk of 20,000 or more 
cows, and pays its farmer-owners $70,000 every month. Its 
gross business for 1927 was $860,000. The creamery’s Mag-

little west of that center. If Chattanooga is the undisputed 
industrial capital of the State, Nashville is equally the com- 
mercial and educational capital. This is not to be taken as 
meaning that Nashville has no industries. On the contrary, 
in 1927 the 500 industrial plants of the city, capitalized at 
$100,000,000, had a payroll of over $18,000,000 and products 
valued at $105,000,000. But commerce, not manufacturing or 
mining, is the major business interest. In the same year the 
capital stock and surplus of Nashville banks totaled $11,701,- 
784, deposits came to $88,599,369 and bank clearings to $1,198,- 
811,102, while postoffice receipts in 1927 were $1,805,630. 

It is in educational facilities that Nashville stands pre- 
eminent among the cities of the State and ranks high among 
those of the nation. Vanderbilt University, the famous Pea- 
body College for Teachers, Fisk University for Colored, 
Meharry Medical College, Tennessee Agricultural and Indus- 
trial Nermal College, Ward Belmont School for Girls and the 
Scarrett College for Christian Workers, all are institutions 
of higher education that draw on most of the States of the 
Union to round out their annual enrollment of 7935 students, 
while seven smaller colleges add 2256 to this total. 

Compared with Nashville’s population of 160,000 Chatta- 
nooga has 125,000. Its banks in 1926 had a capitalization, 
surplus and undivided profits of $9,274,307, deposits of $51,- 
090,680 and bank clearings for the year of $427,693,712. 
Postoffice receipts for 1927 were $801,157. Its 384 industrial 
plants represent an invested capital of $138,000,000, and in 
1926 they turned out products valued at $161,270,527. The 
most conspicuous feature of Chattanooga’s industries is their 
wide diversification. Fifty textile mills, capitalized at over 
$25,000,000 and employing 12,000 people, make nearly every 
form of textile product—woolen, silk and cotton, including 
many high-grade specialties Such as silk hose—things north- 
ern textile men have long said, and some still do say, could 
not or cannot be made in the South. 

Pig-iron made within the State from Tennessee ore, coal 
and limestone, enters into the manufacture of a great variety 
of iron and steel products. The Crane Enamelware Company 
uses 7000 horsepower of electrical energy in converting a 
share of this iron into bathtubs and other enameled sanitary 
ware. 

Besides these there is a long list of machinery, paint, fur- 
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niture and wooden-ware, chemicals, brick and tiles, electrical 
supplies, brass, bronze and aluminum products, and so forth. 
It is because of this remarkable diversification, Chattanoogans 
declare, that the city never has a bad business depression. 
Some of their products are always able to find a market. 

The road from Nashville to Chattanooga was concrete most 
of the way, and what wasn’t concrete then is now or soon 
will be. Like most of the other highways in the State, it is 
under construction at some places, and we found some heavy 
driving. 

In leaving Chattanooga nine days earlier we had passed 
out through the broad vehicular tunnel on the east. Now we 
returned through a similar one on the west, and pulled up 
to the hotel at about 9.30 Monday evening, having been gone 
for nine days and nine hours, and having covered 1123 miles 
by the speedometer. 





Theater Opening for Crippled Children. 

Roanoke, Va., March 29 —[Special.]—Features appropriate 
to the splendor of the structure and the importance of the 
occasion marked the opening of the American Theater here, 
erected at a cost of $1,500,000 and owned and operated by 
Roanoke people.

The 
seating capacity of 2006 was bought immediately, 100 seats 
selling at $5 and the minimum of $10 being placed on the re- 
maining 1906, although some persons paid even higher. It 
is understood that well over $20,000 was realized, every 
penny of which went to the crippled children’s fund. 

The new theater is most modern in every respect, the seats 
being comfortable, the lighting and ventilating arrangements 
of the finest and the pipe organ a magnificent instrument, 
while the decorations are tasteful and harmonious 





Southerners to Study Diversified Farming and 
Co-Operative Marketing. 


C., March 29—[Special.]—So worthwhile has 
been the reaction had from those forty-odd persons who 
visited Denmark and other north European countries last 
summer, where study was made of co-operative cow, hog 
and hen culture, that already nearly 200 are ready to sail, 
June 9, on the Olympic. The second “See and Learn” tour 
will enlarge its studies over last year, as the International 
Dairy Congress, which meets in London, will be visited, as 
well as the Agricultural Fair at Nottingham. 

Denmark is the real goal, as under the guidance of Dr. 
Hergsbro Holm, secretary of the Agricultural Council, a 
close study will be made of co-operative marketing, also the 
system of home ownership. The official representative of the 
Department of the Interior is Miss M. A. Schnurr, and she 
will head a group of home demonstration agents and home 
economics seniors from some leading Southern colleges, such 
as Winthrop College in South Carolina. The party is spon- 
sored by the Southern Associated Committees on Reclamation 
and is in direct charge of R. E. Hanna, editor of the High- 
way Bulletin of Cheraw. 

Thomas Cook and Sons of London will have the party in 
charge as to side trips which will be taken from Copen- 
hagen, including Italy, Switzerland and the Riviera, as well 
as the Olympic games at Amsterdam. The round trip rate for 
steamship passage New York to Copenhagen is $198, making 
the entire trip possible for $400 from southern United States. 
Congress is eliminating passport fees. 


Cheraw, S. 
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Outlook for the Seaboard Air Line. 


In response to a request from the MANUFACTURERS RECORD, 
L. R. Powell, Jr., president of the Seaboard Air Line Railway 
Company has given us the following statement: 

“The actual results for the month of February, 1928, are 
slightly better than those forecasted by me some sixty days 
ago. While gross revenues in February, 1928, were $574,000 
less than in February, 1927, operating expenses show an 
offsetting reduction of $522,000. In February, 1928, all fixed 
charges were earned by something more than $65,000. 


“Preliminary and forecasted figures for the month of March, 
1928, show net income of approximately $300,000 after all 
fixed charges. A conservative forecast of April results, based 
upon a survey of business conditions in the territory served 
by the Seaboard, indicates that fixed charges in that month 
will be earned by a margin of over $200,000. 


“The marked decline in Seaboard’s traffic did not occur 
until the summer of 1927, and it should be borne in mind that 
the first six months of the current year are being compared 
with a period in 1927 of practically a normal volume of busi- 
ness, and as we have not yet emerged from the more or less 
general business depression, the earlier months of 1928 may 
be expected to show a decrease in gross revenue. These 
decreases are being substantially, or in whole, offset by re- 
ductions in general overhead, operating expenses and by other 
sound operating economies, which will not affect the proper 
maintenance of the property, and in addition a curtailment 
of unremunerative passenger train service. 

“The business outlook in the territory served by the Sea- 
board indicates there will be a substantial improvement dur- 
ing the summer and fall of 1928, and it is confidently expected 
that the gross revenues of the Seaboard for the year as a 
whole will equal or exceed those of 1927, and that net income 
after fixed charges will be greater than that of 1927, when 
approximately $1,281,000 above fixed charges was earned. 

“The carloading reports for the month of March, 1928, 
show a steady improvement. 


“The property is being adequately maintained, its cash 
position is satisfactory, and it has no funded maturities 
falling due in the near future. 

“Recent newspaper statements referring to a reduction of 
Seaboard surplus during 1927 failed to give the explanation 
therefor. In December, 1927, the entire amount of unextin- 
guished bond discount was written off to surplus, resulting 
in a book reduction of surplus to that extent. This; however, 
was only a bookkeeping transaction and in no way affected 
the Company’s cash or other assets.” 





New Refrigerator Ships for Florida’s Foreign 
Citrus Trade. 


The success which has attended the initial shipments of 
Florida oranges and grapefruit to England during the season 
has brought forth the statement from J. A. Kaufmann, local 
manager of the Strachan Shipping Company, Jacksonville, of 
plans now under way for the construction of four refrigerator 
ships in which to transport Florida fruits to England and 
other European countries, according to the announcement pub- 
lished in the Times-Union. Moreover, the Leyland Line ships 
which carried fruit from Jacksonville to Liverpool during 
the season will, according to the same authority, be recon- 
structed to take care of about three times the amount of fruit 
that can now be carried in these ships. The Daytonian and 
the Darien, two boats engaged in this trade during the past 
three months, will have their fruit carrying capacity increased 
from 6000 boxes to 18,000 boxes each.

Florida Public 
Service Company 
Completes Unit 
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More Power in 3 


Central Part 
of the State.

AVON PARK (FLA.) STEAM PLANT AND OUTDOOR SUBSTATION. 


The Florida Public Service Company, Orlando, a subsidiary 
of the General Gas and Electric Corporation, now has in oper- 
ation a new steam station near Avon Park, Fla. With its 
initial capacity of 15,000 kilowatts, it is the second major 
central station to be built by the Florida Public Service 
Company since its entrance into Central Florida less than 
four years ago. 

The Avon Park station was built primarily to give the 
company a central source of power in the southern part of 
its 185 miles of territory, extending from Seville on the north 
to Lake Placid on the south. The station was designed for an 
ultimate capacity of 100,000 horsepower. High tension trans- 
mission lines connect the Benson Springs station, thus assur- 
ing the best possible service over a long distance and increas- 
ing the industrial importance of the territory the company 
serves in Central Florida. The two large central stations 
have also been connected to smaller generating stations in the 
company’s system, the total generating capacity now approxi- 
mating 31,500 kilowatts. There are 38 substations, over 400 
miles of high-tension transmission lines and over 700 miles of 
distribution lines. 

The new station is located on a 5%-acre tract on 
Lake Lotela, about three miles from Avon Park. The building 
housing the Allis-Chalmers turbo generator and other equip- 
ment is 137 by 192 feet. There is a 162-foot smokestack. All 
of the operations will be on a level instead of on several floors. 
This is quite a recent venture in powerhouse construction. 

The station was designed to burn either pulverized coal or 
oil, but at present only oil is being used for fuel. There are 
two oil storage tanks, of 252,000 and 70,000 gallons capacity 
each. The station has an adequate supply of fresh water. 
It is served by both the Atlantic Coast Line and the Seaboard 
Air Line railroads. 

Outside of the steam station are three substations, a 13,200- 
volt, a 110,000-volt and a 33,000-volt structure. Another sub- 
station was built just beyond the west boundary of Fort 
Meade to step down the high-voltage current coming over the 
high-tension transmission lines that connect the St. Johns 
River power station with the Avon Park station. 

A 110,000-volt high-tension transmission line was built from 
Avon Park to a point north of Lake Wales. This line, which 
is about 47 miles long, will ultimately be extended to Benson 
Springs, giving a total length of 130 miles. A 33,000 and 
66,000-volt system of lines has also been built to connect the 
Benson Springs and Avon Park stations. 

The building of the Avon Park station shows the faith of 





the Florida Public Service Company and the General Gas and 
Electric Corporation interests in the future possibilities of the 
67 cities served in Central Florida. The lower end of the 
company’s system, including Avon Park, Lake Wales, Haines 
City, Frostproof, Babson Park and this entire section of the 
State will benefit largely by the new power project. Its build- 
ing will make the power supply more dependable and will pave 
the way for greater growth and expansion. The territory 
served is rich in natural resources, and in recent years its 
economic and industrial development has been extensive.

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Manufacturers’ Employment Survey. 


Results of an employment survey, as of the latter part of 
March and based on reports from manufacturing concerns in 
39 States, have been made public by the National Association 
of Manufacturers, of which John E. Edgerton is president. 
One thousand and seventy-eight reports were received, repre- 
senting approximately one-quarter of the membership of the 
Association. 

These concerns, it was shown, are now employing 663,180 
persons, as compared with 655,015 at the same period last 
year, an increase of 1.24 per cent for this year. As these 
companies operating at capacity production would employ 
757,153 persons, they are figured now to be operating at 87.5 
per cent, an increase of 6.5 per cent over 1927. The average 
number for each reporting concern was 615 employes, com- 
pared with 557 a year ago. The survey covered 23 classifica- 
tions of industry, as follows: Automobiles, automobile acces- 
sories, building supplies, cement, chemicals, clothing, elec- 
trical, farm products and foodstuffs, furniture, glass, crock- 
ery and porcelain, hardware and tools, iron and _ steel, 
jewelry, leather, lumber, machinery, metals, paints, oils and 
varnishes, paper and pulp, rubber, stationery and printing, 
textiles, and unclassified. 

In comment, Mr. Edgerton said, in part: 

“Our survey shows that the employes are in excellent 
situation. The manufacturer today is operating on the closest 
margin of profit in years. The consumer has benefited; nor 
have wages come down. And with wages remaining at high 
levels, and this specific report showing a slight increase in 
employment among this group, this means that these em- 
ployes are well situated for the summer months and, once 
over the summer we again start back on certain employment 
increases for the fall and midwinter peak of operation.” 





Georgia Gold Mine Reopened. 

Washington, Ga.—The Stone Ridge Gold Mine, in Wilkes 
county, about six miles southwest of here, is being reopened 
by A. J. Orr. Gold was discovered on this property in 1879 
and through the years considerable surface mining hus been 
conducted. The vein extends for several miles. Tl:2 engineer- 
ing work on the reopening is handled by Marshall Haney, min- 
ing engineer, Geer, Va. The property is equipped with puwer 
plant, hoisting engine, stamp mill, air compressor and air 
drills. 

Mining engineers familiar with the Georgia (deposits are 
of the opinion that if deposits of similar character existed 
in one of the more important gold-producing stutes of the 
West they would have been much more extensively exploited. 
The mining conditions in Georgia generally ere suid to be 
favorable. 








HOSPITAL FOR TAMPA. 
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Dredging Under Way on Great Recreational Develop- 


ment Project Near New Orleans. 


By W. E. Kocu, New Orleans, La. 


Work is proceeding on the $27,000,000 development proj- 
ect on the southern shore of Lake Pontchartrain, between 
New Basin Canal and Seabrook, under the direction of the 
Board of Levee Commissioners of the Orleans Levee Dis- 
trict. The area to be reclaimed, over a distance of 5% miles, 


will total about 1900 acres and it will be sub-divided into 
parks, parkways, recreation centers, bathing beaches and 
residential sections. When completed it will be one of the 
most desirable sections of New Orleans. The first section 
will be ready within three years. 

Work was started in April, 1926, and more than 14,000,000 
cubic yards of earth have been placed in the embankment. 
The first work consists of driving a sheet pile bulkhead, and 
placing on each side of it an earth fill on a slope of approxi- 
mately 20 to 1, using a iarge clam-shell dredge, the material 
for this fill being secured from behind the bulkhead and the 
pit afterwards filled up as hydraulic work progressed. The 
dredge “Hercules” has a capacity of 10 cubic yards and a 
boom 225 feet long, permitting removal of material 400 feet 
back of the bulkhead, without endangering the stability of the 
bulkhead. With the completion of the retaining levees on 
each side of the bulkhead and drainage canals, a hydraulic 
fill is placed behind this enclosure to a grade approximately 
21% feet above the average tide of the lake. 

In some areas the land has been reclaimed where former- 
ly there was 11 feet of water, while near the protection 
levees there is marsh land which is only about one foot 
above the average tide of the lake. When the first fill was 
completed the question was next considered of providing 
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CLAMSHELL DREDGE AT WORK CONSTRUCTING FILL ON 


protection against tides up to ten feet above the water level 
of the lake. It was deemed best, in order to minimize the 
losses during dredging operations to drive additional piling 
in the bulkhead and place flash boards up to six feet above 
the lake level. Pumping operations were then started at a 
distance approximately 600 feet back of the bulkhead, and 
the fill was allowed to take its natural slope. The hydraulic 
dredge used in this work, the “Houston,” is a 1500 horse- 
power steam turbine dredge with a 30-inch suction and a 26- 
inch discharge. 

Because of the roughness of the lake at times a submerged 
line is used with good results. It is about 3000 feet long, 
and the floating pontoons used in conjunction with it total 
about 1800 feet. The material is deposited as far as 9000 to 
10,000 feet from the pit without the aid of a booster plant, 
and from approximately 3000 feet from the bulkhead. The 
reason for dredging 3000 feet out from the bulkhead is to 
provide for the possible future building of a breakwater and 
because most of the project will ultimately consist of bath- 
ing beaches. The total fill required will be approximately 
33,000,000 cubic yards. 

The work is under contract to the Orleans Dredging Co., 
Inc., Capt. O. E. Nelson, superintendent in charge of the 
work. The Orleans Levee Board’s engineers are: R. B. 
Kohnke, acting chief engineer; W. E. Koch, engineer in 
charge of the lake project; A. L. Willoz, James Elizardi, Jr., 
S. di Benedetto and Robert J. Drueding, assistant engineers. 
Col. Marcel Garsaud, now general manager of the Board of 
Commissioners of the Port of New Orleans, was chief engi- 
neer of the board when the project was started.

Virginia and California Produce All of Country’s 
Pyrites. 

The output of pyrites increased from 156,559 long tons, 
valued at $616,668, in 1926, to 215,786 tons, valued at $804,006, 
in 1927, or nearly 30 per cent in quantity, and was the largest 
output recorded since 1920. ‘Phe quantity sold or used by 
producing companies also showed a large increase, from 163,- 
217 tons, in 1926, to 206,724 tons, in 1927, or 27 per cent. Cali- 
fornia and Virginia produced the entire tonnage recorded 
for 1927. 

Imports of pyrites in 1927 showed a decrease of 32 per cent 
in quantity and 24 per cent in value, from 366,151 long tons 





in 1926, valued at $856,981, to 250,794 tons, valued at $647,512. 
Of the total quantity imported in 1927 Spain furnished 241,- 
591 tons and Canada the remainder. 

The increase in domestic production was not large enough 
to offset the drop in imports of pyrites in 1927, so that there 
was a decrease of about 66,000 tons in the quantity of pyrites 
made available for consumption.

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STATE-OWNED TOLL BRIDGES FOR 
ALABAMA. 
Corporation Authorized to Build 15 Structures— 
To Be Turned Over to State When 
Cost Is Repaid. 


By H. H. Hovuxk, Bridge Engineer, Montgomery, Ala. 
The Acts of the Alabama Legislature of 1927 authorizing 


an incorporation by the Alabama Highway Director, the 
president of the State Board of Administration and the chair- 
man of the State Tax Commission for the purpose of con- 
structing bridges over navigable streams on the connecting 
highways of the State was held constitutional by the Supreme 
Court of Alabama on March 22, 1928. 

The corporation is authorized to build and maintain 15 
bridges with approaches at locations designated by the State 
Highway Commission of Alabama, and to issue notes or bonds 
of the corporation to the extent of $5,000,000 to provide funds 
for the building of the bridges and to pledge the bridges to 
secure their payment. Upon completion of a bridge the cor- 
poration is authorized to collect tolls for its maintenance and 
the retirement of the notes or bonds. When the cost of all 
the bridges authorized has been repaid the bridges shall 
immediately become free bridges and be maintained as part 
of the State highway system. 

The Board of Directors, the Attorney General, the Auditor 
and the Treasurer of the State all serve without compensa- 
tion beyond that of their State office. 

The traveling public will be called upon to pay only the 
actual expense of construction and maintenance of the bridges 
during the toll period and even this probably will be con- 
siderably decreased, as the Act provides also that the interest 
on the bonds may be paid out of the residue of the receipts 
from the gasoline tax collected under the Excise Gas Tax 
Act of 1927. 

The bridges will be a standard design approved by the 
State Highway Commission. It is expected that lettings of 
the substructure and approaches for these bridges will be 
distributed over the last six months of 1928. 

The writer, as bridge engineer of the State Highway Com- 
mission, will have charge of the work for the corporation. 





Austin to Vote on $4,250,000 Bonds. 


Austin, Texas.—City council has decided on an improve- 
ment bond issue of $4,250,000, but will seek the endorsement 
of the Chamber of Commerce before calling an election. 
Eleven items have been listed as essential, including resur- 
facing paved streets, $123,500; streets, bridges and storm 
sewers, $1,876,500; parks and playgrounds, $700,000; sanitary 
sewers, $550,000; fire department, $250,000; schools, $300,000 ; 
abattoir, $75,000; hospital improvements, $50,000; airport, 
$75,000; library, $150,000, and city market, $100,000. 





To Select Architect for $1,000,000 City Hall. 


Houston, Texas.—Mayor O. F. Holcombe has appointed a 
committee to select an architect and supervise construction 
of a $1,000,000 city hall here, the committee consisting of

As soon as completed work will start on the second 
order. 





Lumber Has Biggest Week in 1928. 


Lumber production, shipments and orders for the week 
ended March 24 surpassed all previous records for this year, 
according to telegraphic reports to the National Lumber Man- 
ufacturers Association from 720 leading seftwood and hard- 
wood mills of the country. Production increased approxi- 
mately 15,000,000 feet over the preceding week to 11,000,000, 
while orders reached 359,689,000 feet, as compared with 340,- 
850,000 feet for the week before from 715 mills. 

Gains in the softwood group were substantial despite the 
fact that 346 mills reported while 361 filed reports for the 
preceding week. Compared with the corresponding period 
last year, the mills recorded an increase of 38 per cent in 
orders, 32 per cent in production and slightly less than 20 
per cent in shipments. 

The 374 hardwood units included showed comparatively 
large gains all along the line as against figures for 354 units 
reporting for the preceding week. Production and shipments 
each increased approximately 10 per cent, while orders ad- 
vanced more than 16 per cent. 





$500,000 Pythian Building in Baltimore. 


A new building at Charles and Preston streets, Baltimore, 
erected for the Knights of Pythias at a cost of more than 
$500,000, has recently been dedicated. ‘The structure is four 
stories and basement, with a foundation sufficiently heavy 
to support additional stories. It is fireproof, 81 by 150 feet,

The work being done by the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States of America, and the method by which this 
work is done, is interesting. The membership is composed 
of different local chambers of commerce and trade associa- 
tions, reaching from Maine to California, and from the St. 
Lawrence to the Gulf of Mexico. The number of member 
organizations is about 1550. 

The Chamber of Commerce is so organized that each mem- 
ber chamber names from its members one man who will act 
as councillor for the national chamber. These councillors in 
turn elect men who will serve as directors. ‘Ihe directors 
elect a president. So the board of directors is elected by 
the councillors who represent the membership of the local 
chambers and trade organizations. 

A large part of the work of the national chamber is done 
by the standing committees; these are appointed by the 
president. It will be noted that of the various standing com- 
mittees, the membership is comprised of outstanding busi- 
ness executives, who have been selected to give consideration 
to the particular work with which each committee is charged. 

In addition, the chamber has a large staff of employes at 
headquarters, who are equipped to do research work, and the 
detail work for the various committees. It is the function 
of the staff to inform any of the committees as to the various 
facts, for and against any proposition, out neither to formu- 
late nor to express opinions, the expression of opinion or the 
use of judgment being left to the members of the various 
committees. 

When any policy is proposed to the chamber, the matter is 
referred to the standing committee having proper charge of 
this matter, who in turn apply to the staff for all information 
available for @nd against the policy proposed, and when 
this infermation is provided by the staff the committee de- 
termines what action shall be taken. Usually a report is 
submitted to the board of directors and the board, if it ap- 
proves the report, may refer it to the annual meeting of the 
chamber or may submit it to a referendum vote to all of the 
member bodies of the national chamber. Therefore, the work 
done by the national chamber is hedged about with all kinds 
of protection to prevent mistakes. Every effort is made to 
see that the matter is fully discussed and considered. Only 
after all available facts have been developed, and the com- 
mittee provided with these facts for and against a policy, is 
it considered. 

The care taken to avoid mistakes, the thoroughness with 
which the work is done by the staff and committees, and the 
opportunity for its consideration and discussion, which cccurs 
at so many different places in the path any resolution must 
follow before it is adopted as a policy of the chamber, must 
commend itself as a most thorough and practical method of 
arriving at the sound and deliberate judgment of the busi- 
ness men of the United States. It is especially to he borne 
in mind that a vote on any question represents the vote of 
the membership from all parts of the United States, and this 
vote can be accepted as an expression of the business world. 

It is perfectly natural, therefore, that work done as thor- 
oughly and carefully as this work is done, to enable the na- 
tional chamber to voice the sentiments of the business world, 
has weight. It is not surprising that their opinion is listened 
to by the legislators of the country. It is not an unusual 
thing for the chamber to be asked for information upon all 
kinds and conditions of subjects. 

For many years it has been the habit of the business men 
to say they had no time or inclination to “fool with politics,” 
as they expressed it, and all the business organizations of the 


country adopted the policy that any subject that involved any 
question of politics was not for their consideration. The 
business man, by this method, has taught himself that Gov- 
ernment was a matter in which he had no concern and Gov- 
ernment, together with politics, has been left to the politician. 
In fact, the business man has forced Government upon the 
politician by his own acts. 

Circumstances have lately taught the business man that 
Government is the foundation of business, and that if the 
foundation is not sound, the structure erected above it must 
also be unsound. The business man is beginning to learn 
that if the structure of business is to be permunent, the foun- 
dation must be looked after, and as a consequence the busi- 
ness man is beginning to see that he must function as a citi- 
zen and as a sovereign, and carry upon his own shoulders the 
burdens of Government, if the foundations of his business 
are to be safe. 

The Chamber of Commerce of the United Staies provides 
the business men of the country with that opportunity to 
look after Government which it has heretofore lacked. The 
men whe attend the annual meetings of the national cham- 
ber comprise councillors and delegates from 1550 organiza- 
tion members selected by the member organizations and 
committees appointed by the president of the chamber, and 
these together form an imposing body of the outstanding 
business men of the United States. 

Between the national meetings the various standing com- 
mittees are working to get together the Jata to submit a 
policy for the consideration of the national councillors and 
delegates at annual meetings. There js not in the country 
today a more hopeful sign that the Constitution of the United 
States will be carried out in the letier and in the spirit in 
which it was left to us by its framers, than is this body of 
devoted workers, known as the Chamber of Commerce of 
the United States.

New Orleans Plans Great Extension of Port 
Limits. 

Extension of the limits of the port of New Orleans, to in- 
clude both banks of the Mississippi River from the present 
lower port boundaries to the point known as Head-of-the- 
Passes, will be sought immediately by the Board of Com- 
missioners through legislation in the National Congress and 
in the State Legislature of Louisiana. By such legislation 
the board would obtain jurisdiction over an additional river 
frontage of approximately 86.3 miles on the east bank and 
84.5 miles on the west bank. 

The present developments on that frontage consist only of 
a few industrial landings, involving no general wharfinger 
business or services to the shipping public. Action by the 
Dock Board is taken, however, at a time when railroad and 
other interests are said to contemplate the establishment of 
terminals below the present port limits. The board takes thie 
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position that creation of wharf facilities independent of the 
public jurisdiction would disrupt the parity of operations 
whereby all railroads, all steamships and all shippers may do 
business through the port of New Orleans on the basis of 
equality for all as to port charges and port services.

Birmingham, Ala., April 2—[Special.]—With quiet selling 
under way now for several weeks, the pig iron market in the 
South is to be stated as unchanged, the consumers purchasing 
against immediate needs, asking delivery, as yards clear off 
and confident that all requests will be met by furnace inter- 
ests. The production of foundry iron is about average, with 
10 blast furnaces making this class of metal; seven are on 
basic iron, some of them the larger producers of the district. 
One furnace is manufacturing recarburized iron. The surplus 
stock of foundry iron is showing a slight decline. Quotation 
base continues at $16, No. 2 foundry, with no indication of a 
change in either direction. 

Many of the melters of pig iron are reporting fairly active 
business under way and in sight. The cast iron pressure pipe 
makers, among the larger melters of this territory, have 
lettings to fill during the early spring which should bring 
about clearing of yards and warrant steady operation of all 
shops. Construction is being started on shop enlargements. 
The new addition to the plant of the National Cast Iron Pipe 
Company will include two additional DeLavaud machines. 
The MceWane Cast Iron Pipe Company with its mechanically- 
produced pipe department has had such success that consid- 
eration is being given to further increasing the output. 

Several of the foundries have work in hand of the odds 
and ends variety and the larger concerns in this class which 
have been diversifying in their production have received con- 
tracts that will keep several of the departments very active. 
Cast iron soil pipe shops are doing fairly well. 

The steel market is holding up well and some shapes are 
active. Quotation base on principal steel shapes is well main- 
tained, No. 10 blue annealed moving to 2.25c, bars, structural 
and plate shapes now at 2.05c. Tank producers continue 
busy. Smaller shapes of steel are also showing some activity, 
wire and nails. Cotton ties will be produced this month at a 
steady pace, two plants here to turn out the average tonnage. 

The coal mining industry is still lagging. While demand 
is not as strong as it should be, development in the industry 
is of proportions, production not being altogether the purpose, 
quality being sought. More bituminous coal is being washed 
in this State than in any other bituminous field. New esti- 
mates have been made recently of available coal in Alabama. 
Sipsey mines of DeBardeleben has coal which will last 50 
years while the Empire mines of the same corporation has 
coal for 150 years. Wegra mines of Alabama By-Products 
Corporation has an estimated 160,000,000 tons of coal. 

The coke market is looking up with plans for steady move- 
ment of the product to the Pacific coast. Alabama coke is 
also finding its way into the territory north of the Ohio 
river. Foundry coke is on a $5 per ton base. 

Scrap iron and steel is showing improvement and much old 
material is moving. Heavy melting steel is holding firm at 
$10.75. No. 1 cast and stove plate are also popular items on 
the list of scrap.

IRON, STEEL AND METAL MARKET 





Pittsburgh Steel Market. 

Pittsburgh, April 2—[Special.]—Production of pig iron and 
ferro-alloys last year is officially reported at 36,565,645 gross 
tons, representing 7.1 per cent decrease from 1926, and plac- 
ing 1927 eighth in the list of years, production having been 
heavier in 1916, 1917, 1918, 1920, 1923, 1925 and 1926. Com- 
paring average production in the last three years with average 
production 12 years earlier there is a gain of one-third. In 
the old days pig iron production used to double every decade, 
but when an industry reaches maturity it cannot follow any 
such pace. 

Tonnage, moreover, is not a close measure of intrinsic value 
and service. Year by year more of the pig iron is converted 
into steel instead of being used for iron castings, and par- 
ticularly by reason of alloying the steel grows more service- 
able. The service rendered by iron and steel increased by 
much more than one-third in 12 years. 

Steel mill operations averaged slightly heavier last month 
than in February but the month was a trifle under March, 
1927, the record high month in steel production. January 
and February had such a lead over the months a year previ- 
ous that the quarter’s steel production ran a shade above 
that in the first quarter of last year. 

Steel mill operations are well sustained now and little de- 
crease is expected for the next few weeks or until the usual 
tapering off occurs for the midsummer period. Unless gen- 
eral business is much affected by political uncertainties, as 
it was in 1924, or is disturbed by a serious break in the 
stock market, the half year’s production of steel is likely to 
be approximately the same as that in the first half of 1927 
and the first half of 1926, those two half years having run 
about the same. 

The steel market is rather uneventful as to distinct develop- 
ments. New buying is by no means conspicuous, that being 
an outcome of first quarter contracts having been extended 
in various cases, so as to give buyers the benefit of prices 
and not require them to pay the higher prices lately asked 
in the open market in various lines, for in the past few 
months all finished steel products except pipe, rails and tin 
plate have been advanced by producers. 


The advanced prices are not holding particularly well, 
slightly more irregularity being reported week by week. 
Some time ago it became plain that galvanized sheets had 
not advanced to the full asking price of 3.75c, being quot- 
able at 3.65c to 3.75c, and now the same applies to black 
sheets, which are quotable at 2.80c to 2.90c. There are sales 
of bars, shapes and plates at 1.85c, sometimes in single 
carload lots, when the full price is 1.90c. Several nail pro- 
ducers have notified customers that nail tonnages unspecified 
by today on first quarter contracts will be canceled, those 
contracts having been at under the $2.65 figure which is 
now the common asking price. Some irregularities in strip 
prices are also reported. 

It remains the case, however, that average prices real- 
ized on all finished steel shipped in the last quarter were 
somewhat above the fourth quarter average, and the present 
outlook is for a trifle better realization still for this new 
quarter. Shipments were about 30 per cent heavier last 
quarter than in the fourth quarter so that there has been 
a very substantial increase in steel company earnings. 

The steel consuming industries are running much the same 
as formerly. Automobile production, outside of Ford, is at 
a much higher rate than a year ago and Ford is gradually 
working up, being now at about 1500 a day and likely to 
reach 5000 by about July 1. The Ford Motor Company will 
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not require a great deal of steel from the general steel 
industry as its own steel production is heavy. 

Pipe tonnage on the whole is decidedly poor. Demand for 
standard pipe is fair and is increasing seasonally, but tubu- 
lar goods for oil and gas wells is moving very slowly and none 
of the large natural gas lines more or less in prospect fer 
several months has actually come to the closing stage. 


The Metal Market. 

New York, April 2—[Special.]—Mixed trends have ap- 
peared among the metals during the past week. Copper occu- 
pied the center of the stage in the place of tin, the red metal 
having been the most active since the first week of last Decem- 
ber. Moreover, prices have advanced %c per pound in offi- 
cial quotation to 14%4¢, a new high for the past many months. 

Second in activity was lead which has been increasing 
slowly in price in the outside market and which has been 
in good demand from all consuming lines except the cor- 
roders. Zine apparently reached its apex the preceding week 
for both ore prices and quotations on prime Western slab 
zine have been sagging because of dullness. Statistics for 
the first half of the month as compiled by the American 
Zine Institute revealed that sold but undelivered stocks at 
plants were nearly 29,000 tons, the largest in several years, 
which would indicate that no good buying of this metal can 
be expected for several weeks. Tin has been giving a lifeless 
performance and about all that can be said for it is that 
prices are holding steady. 

Antimony yielded a trifle further in the downward trend, 
declining 1%4¢ per pound in this country to 9%4c and yielding 
10 shillings at London to £42 10s. Quicksilver rose 7s 6d at 
London during the week and the American price was some- 
what firmer. Platinum is rather quiet and has a weak under- 
tone though official quotations are the same. 

The improvement in lead and copper was partly a reflec- 
tien of the more encouraging developments in the business 
world in general. 


Surplus stocks of slab zine increased 3,280 tons during 


the first half of March, amounting on March 15 to 44,570 
tons. Production for that period was 26,143 tons while ship- 
ments were However, a reduction in surplus 
stocks may take place the second half of the mont», since 
shipments are usually heavier then. 

The copper market was feverish like the stock market. 
Sales during the past ten days have been about 130,000,000 
pounds in both the domestie and foreign markets, the largest 
turnover in over three months. By Thursday the price was 
firm at 14%4c, delivered to the Connecticut Valley, whereas 
just a week ago plenty of copper had been available at 14c, 
though the official price had been 141%4c. The best improve- 
ment among the users of copper metal has been in the busi- 
ness of the wire and cable makers. Several large cable and 
wire orders have been received from public utility companies. 
Contract has just been let for the laying of a cable between 
the Azores and Newfoundland, which will require many 
thousands of pounds of copper. 

Tin has been fluctuating around 53c per pound and sales 
have been below normal or 150 tons daily in this country. 
The New York price of lead has been kept firm at 6c per 
pound by the American Smelting & Refining Company, but 
they have limited shipments to April at this figure. During 
the week the East St. Louis quotation was gradually raised 
from 5.80c to 5.85c. 
eables, ammunition, foil and mixed-product manufacturers. 

The price of zinc ore slipped back to $38 per ton from $40 
the previous week while prime western slab zinc sagged from 
5.70e to 5.6214c, East St. Louis. Selling of both the ore

The company has been organized with 
Clifford J. Durr, president, and Frank N. Savage, secretary, 
both of Birmingham, its capital stock consisting of 360,000 
shares of common stock of no par value, 30,000 shares of 
preferred and 50,000 shares of cumulative preferred. 


Plan to Combine Five Textile Mills. 


Dyersburg, Tenn.—The Dyersburg Industrial Association 
has completed negotiations for locating a combination of five 
textile mills here, including one knitting and two spinning 
plants in the East and two Northern knitting plants. It is 
understood that Robert & Co., -Inc., of Atlanta, have been 
commissioned as engineers for the project, the buildings to 
cost about $400,000, while the entire project, including equip- 
ment and 100 cottages, is estimated to involve about $1,000,- 
000. The Dyersburg plant will be capitalized at approxi- 
mately $3,000,000, it is said, and will employ about 1200 
operatives. 


Construction to Begin on New Hartsville Mill. 


Hartsville, S. C—Work will soon begin on a spur track to 
the site of the cotton mill to be erected here by the Hartsville 
Dyeing and Finishing Company, a new organization capital- 
ized at $450,000, of which Fred G. Vogeli, Easton, Pa., is 
president and Robert W. Bole, New York, treasurer. The 
mill building will be 800 by 80 feet, one and two stories, to 
house machinery from the plant of the Easton Finishing 
Company of Easton, Pa. Production will consist of bleaching, 
dyeing, mercerizing and finishing cotton piece goods. Robert 
& Co., Inc., Atlanta, are engineers. Bids for the mill build- 
ing will be received until April 9. 


$1,500,000 Additions to Sayles-Biltmore 
Bleacheries. 


Biltmore, N. C.—Two additional units for bleaching and 
finishing to cost approximately $1,500,000 will be constructed 
by the Sayles-Biltmore Bleacheries, by which the output of 
the plant will be increased to more than 1,000,000 yards a 
week. About 500 additional operatives will be employed. To 
provide adequate housing for the increased force, the com- 
pany plans to erect a large number of dwellings.

Electrically Driven Pumps for Oil Pipe Line. 


On its pipe line from McCamey, Texas, to 
Cushing, Okla., the Shell Pipe Line Com- 
pany is installing 14 electrically driven 
pumping stations, equipped by the Westing- 
house Electric & Manufacturing Company. 
Three motors of 400 horsepower each will 
be connected directly to centrifugal pumps 
in each station. 

By cutting the distance between McCamey 
and Cushing into 14 intervals a high velocity 
of flow between stations can be maintained, 
because the oil is pumped forward in a 
steady stream, and this constant stream 
or flow from the centrifugal pumps has a 
tendency to lessen the occurrence of blown 
gaskets and leaks in the line, thereby lower- 
ing maintenance, it is said. 


Electrically Operated Fire Department Doors. 

A new type quick-acting door installed re- 
cently at Hempstead, L. I., in the fire-engine 
house has attracted considerable interest. The 
door operates in two units of two doors each 
by means of an electric motor, and the entire 
opening is cleared in less than five seconds, 
the operation being noiseless. The door opens 
when a switch is thrown by the man in 
charge of the station upon receipt of an alarm, 
and before the driving motor on the fire engine 
can be started the doorway is fully cleared.

The 
boilers will also be equipped with wrought- 
steel return bend economizers of the steam- 
ing type, each economizer containing 18,326 
square feet of heating surface. Two of the 
units are reheat boilers, the superheaters 
being designed to give an ultimate steam 
temperature of 725 degrees when the boilers 
are delivering 290,000 pounds of steam per 
hour. The reheater elements are of the Bab- 
cock & Wilcox wrought-steel return bend con- 
struction. Both standard and reheat boilers 
are built for a working pressure of 1350 
pounds. 
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Nickel Alloy Improves Quality of Gray Iron 
Castings. 


Great improvements in the qualities of 
gray cast iron by the addition of nickel 
are being claimed by the International 
Nickel Company, 67 Wall St., New York 
City, as a “result of over four years of con- 
centrated study, experiment and practice, 
earried on by the Development and Research 
Department” of the company. The experi- 
ments are said to have been carried out 
on a large scale under service conditions. 
The properties of the nickel alloy as com- 
pared with the unalloyed gray iron are de- 
scribed as: (a) Greater tensile strength by 
the use of nickel or nickel and chromium. 
(b) Greater toughness, through combination 
of the nickel with the iron, reduction of size 
of graphite flake and elimination of brittle 
white spots. (c) A combination of uni- 
formly-increased hardness with better ma- 
chinability. Elimination of tool-destroying, 
hard, white carbide spots makes for greater 
uniformity of texture, and hardening be- 
comes less a function of cooling rate, thereby 
increasing uniformity in parts of varying 
thickness. By the elimination of the carbide 
spots the nickel alloy may be cast in much 
thinner sections, without use of abnormal 
quantities of silicon. (d) Greater wear re- 
sistance is obtained by the higher degree of 
uniform hardness combined with elimina- 
tion of the hard carbide spots, which act as 
an abrasive by depositing themselves be- 
tween bearing surfaces. 


New Section of Lackawanna Piling. 


The Bethlehem Steel Company has added a 
deep arch type section to its line of Lacka- 
wanna steel sheet piling, this section, desig- 
nated as No. DP165, being characterized by 
the depth and shape of its arch construction.

Oxwelded Aluminum Airplane Tanks.—Ac- 
cording to “Oxy-Acetylene Tips” for March, 
issued by the Linde Air Products Company, 
New York city, a majority of airplanes manu- 
factured in the United States are of welded 
construction, the main framework of the 
fuselage usually being constructed from high- 
grade steel or alloy steel tubing, which 
is oxwelded at the joints and braces. In one 
case cited a plane fell 75 feet. without caus- 
ing ‘even a leak in the tanks, which were fab- 
ricated from aluminum with welded joints 
and welded fastenings for the baffle plates. 
Aluminum sheets for airplane tanks usually 
run from 22-gauge to 16-gauge in thickness, 
the sheets being cut to size and then put 
through rollers which form grooves or beads 
along the edges and where the baffle plates 
are to be installed. Often additional bead- 
ing is rolled in at intervals along the surface 
of the sheet, the object of the beads being to 
strengthen the tank and to take up expan- 
sion and contraction caused by welding. To 
remove excess flux, tanks are soaked in a 10 
per cent solution of sulphuric acid and then 
are rinsed in warm water or subjected to a 
steam jet to remove all traces of the acid.

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Local Banks Aid in Developing New Orleans 
Foreign Trade. 


By THomMas Ewine Dasney, New Orieans. 

In a recent announcement of the movement south towards 
New Orleans of a shipment of 205 carloads of flour by the 
Rea-Patterson Milling Company of Coffeyville, Kansas, with 
about a third of the total volume destined for export to 
Furopean points through New Orleans, there is more than an 
item of traffic news. It typifies the blasting of an ancient 
theory that foreign trade must move through New York 
because of its financial resources. 

The Canal Bank and Trust Company of New Orleans, 
which handled the financial details of this shipment, got the 
business after competition with the New York banks. The 
Rea-Patterson Company was urged, in the first place, to route 
the flour through New York, “because New York has the 
financial resources.” “So has New Orleans,” replied the Canal 
Bank. Its representative on the ground told of the shipping 
facilities at New Orleans, and he either met or bettered the 
rates which the New York banks quoted on the bills of ex- 
change. Perhaps there wasn’t so much actual money in it for 
the Canal Bank; but the value of the contract bulks large in 
building up confidence in New Orleans as a port and financial 
center. 

“New Orleans banks,” said G. S. Hensley, vice-president in 
charge of the foreign department of the Whitney-Central 
banks, “are thoroughly equipped to handle foreign transac- 
tions of every description and of any size. Their foreign 
banking departments contain officials who are experienced 
and capable. New Orleans banks can and do meet all com- 
petition as to rates.” 

“In the nine years that the Marine Bank and Trust Com- 
pany has been operating,” said French Brenchley, vice-presi- 
dent in charge of the Marine’s foreign department, “there has 
never come to us an accredited export firm, local or doing 
business through the port of New Orleans, seeking financial 
assistance, but that we have undertaken the financing of its 
business according to requirements. Our total advances 
against export shipments will average several million dollars 
for any day in the year. Our rates are as good as the ex- 
porters can get at Chicago, New York or any other place.” 

Similar expressions are heard and similar shipments are 
financed by the other banks of New Orleans. 





To Promote Home Building. 


Washington, April 2.—The National Lumber Manufacturers 
Association trade extension committee has authorized co-op- 
eration of the trade extension staff with the National Home 
3uilding Council, a group activity of a number of the larger 
building industries and allied interests, to stabilize, main- 
tain and develop volume and profits in industry and to ab- 
sorb any decline from the “new construction” peak. The 
program calls for stimulating local interest among dealers, 
contractors, bankers, building and loan associations and 
others to the needs and opportunities for local improvements ;

plans, stimulating: local advertising and encouraging sound 
local financing or refinancing. This program has been based 
on the theory that industry must, under present conditions, 
reach out for its market.

Marshall Haney, mining 
engineer of Geer, Va., recently completed an investigation of 
the property and made a favorable report on the large de- 
posits of high grade manganese. 





Council to Handle Cotton Problems. 


Steps for stabilization of the cotton-producing industry 
through the creation of a Southwide Cotton Council were 
started recently at a conference in Memphis, Tenn., and will 
be continued at a meeting to be held at New Orleans on July 
6. The preliminary move was made at a gathering in Jack- 
son, Miss., in February. 

Co-ordination of the activities of existing cotton organiza- 
tions, improvement in marketing processes, reduction in pro- 
duction costs and businesslike financing are among the phases 
of the movement which will receive especial consideration by 
the Council.

The operating income of the Transportation System is dealt with further on 
under the heading ‘Transportation _Operations—Southern Pacific Lines.’’ The 
causes of the principal increases and decreases in nonoperating income and in deduc- 
tions from gross income, are explained below, viz: 


NONOPERATING INCOME. 


Of the increase $252,418.25 in the account Miscellaneous Rent Income, $97,600 is 
the result of including in that account, this year the rentals from certain transporta- 
tion property, which last year were included in Miscellaneous Nonoperating Physical 
Property; the remainder being due, principally, to a credit to that account this year 
of rentals accruing in prior years. 


Of the decrease of $156,781.38 in the account Miscellaneous Nonoperating 
Physical Property, $97,600 is due to the inclusion in that account, last year. of 
rents for transportation property, which this year are included in Miscellaneous Rent 
Income, as explained in the paragraph next above; the remainder of the decrease 
being due, principally, to a decrease in rentals received from industrial concerns. 


The increase of $940,226.88 in the account Dividend Income, is the result of 
increased dividends received from Reward Oil Company, Standard Oil Company of 
California, and Pacific Fruit Express Company, amounting to $1,341,898.88, which 
increase was partly offset by a decrease of $401,672.00 in dividends received from 
other companies. 


The decrease of $261,463.97 in the account Income from Funded Securities— 
Bonds and Notes, is due, principally, to the sale during the year to the public, and 
to sinking funds, of bonds of other companies held in the treasury. 

The decrease of $1,441,203.78 in the account Income from Unfunded Securities 
and Accounts, due, principally, to large credits last year to interest on Company's 
own funds used for construction on account of work that was completed last year, 
and to a decrease in interest received on demand and time loans. 


The decrease of $165,133.11 in the account Miscellaneous Income, is due, 
principally, to decreased royalties received on oil and gas from wells located on 
transportation property in the Spindletop and Wortham, Texas, fields, 


DEDUCTIONS FROM GROSS INCOME. 


Of the decrease of $126,644.76 in the account Miscellaneous Tax Accruals, about 
$115.000 represents taxes charged, this year, to Railway Tax Accruals, on property 
which last year was carried in the account Miscellaneous Physical Property, but 
which this year was transferred to Investment in Road and Equipment. 


The increase of $72,581.21 in the account Interest on Funded Debt—Bonds and 
Notes, is due to an increase of $565,327 representing interest accrued on the $20,000,- 
000 of Southern Pacific Company Oregon Lines First Mortgage Four and One-Half 
Per Cent. Bonds, Series A, and on the $5,786,000 Four and One-Half Per Cent. 
Southern Pacific Equipment Trust Certificates, Series J, issued during the year to an 
increase of $106,012.50 representing the difference between a full year’s interest this 
year and the interest accruing last year on $5,654,000 of Southern Pacific Equip- 
ment Trust Certificates, Series I, sold in June, 1926; and to an increase of $41,743.77 
representing the increase in interest on bonds of Transportation System Companies 
held in sinking funds; less a decrease of $447,300 on account of $15,926,000 Oregon 
& California First Mortgage Five Per Cent. Bonds held by public retired during 
the year; a decrease of $157,556.01 on account of Southern Pacific Equipment Trust 
Certificates maturing during the year which were paid off; a decrease of $27,981.05 
on account of other bonds of Southern. Pacific Company and Transportation System 
Companies retired during the year, principally by sinking funds; and to a decrease 
of $7,665 representing interest accruing last year on the balance of $511,000 of Equip- 
ment Trust Certificates, Series D, which were paid off last year. 

The decrease of $58,096.73 in the account Maintenance of Investment-Organization, 
is caused, principally, by the inclusion in that account last year, of expenses incurred 
in prior years but paid last year in connection with the Oregon & California Rail- 
road land grant controversy. 

The increase of $73,234.90 in the account Miscellaneous Income Charges, is due, 
principally, to an increase in this Company’s proportion of the annual charge for 
amortization of investment in Associated Pipe Line, the said charge being appor- 
tioned among the three owning companies (Associated Oil Company, Standard Oil 
bry “4 of California, and Southern Pacific Company) on the basis of use of the 
pipe line. 

The dividends paid for 1927 were appropriated from the profit and loss surplus 
and, therefore, do not appear in the income account. Payments for 1927 amounted 
to $22,342,929.00, compared with $22,343.004.32 for 1926. The figures for this year 
include $75.00 and those for last year $150.00, representing dividends on stocks of 
Transportation System Companies held by the public.

As has been stated in reports for previous years, the Transportation Act of 1920 
provides that the railways shall receive a fair return upon the aggregate value of 
railway property held for and used in the service of transportation, such fair return 
being 5% per cent., as last fixed by the Interstate Commerce Commission under 
authority of the Act. Notwithstanding a steady increase in the volume of traffic 
handled, and the marked gain in operating efficiency as reflected in net revenue from 
railway operations, the existing rate structure, during each year since enactment of 
the Transportation Act, has failed to give your Company the fair return contem- 
pleted by the Act. The relationship of net railway operating income to the book 
value of road and equipment of the lines constituting your Transportation System, 
haz been as follows:

The total Railway Operating Revenues for 1927, amounting to $297,745,406.16, 
were not as large as had been expected. During the first half of the year, notwith- 
standing the disastrous floods in the Mississippi Valley and other adverse conditions, 
the results showed substantial gains over the corresponding period of 1926, but these 
gains were more than overcome by losses due to the general slowing up of business 
during the last half of the year, to a shortage in the 1927 cotton crop, and to the 
increasing inroads of automobile competition into both the passenger and the freight 
business of your lines. Even under these adverse conditions, the operating revenues 
for the year were only $1,055,592, or 35 hundredths of one per cent., less than 1926, 
which was the peak year in the history of your Company. 

The decrease of $1,055,592 in Railway Operating Revenues was accompanied by 
(a) an increase of $2,583,712 in Railway Operating Expenses (about $2,000,000 of 
which represented increases in wage rates awarded by U. 8S. Arbitration Boards with- 
out any corresponding increase in transportation rates), (b) a decrease of $263,298 in 
Railway Tax Accruals, and (c) increases aggregating $816,644 in equipment and joint 
facility rents and other charges, the result being a decrease of $4,192,650 in Net 
Railway Operating Income. 

During 1927 7 Sane moved 15,133,358,240 ton-miles of revenue freight. 
This was the large ver lied in the Company’s history, exceeding the 
peak year of 1926 S 408,665, 378 ton-miles, or 2.78 per cent. Notwithstanding this 
large increase in the ton-miles of freight, however, there was a nominal decrease in 
freight revenues of $9,130, an increase on the Pacific Lines being more than offset 
by decreases on the Texas and Louisiana Lines and on the Southern Pacific Steamship 
Lines. This increas@¢ in ton-miles, with a decrease in freight revenue, was due to 
an increased movement of heavy, low-rate, or medium-rate tonnage, principally a 
large increase in the tonnage of sand and gravel, and a iong haul of crude oil, 
augmented by a decreased movement of light weight, high-rate tonnage, such as 
cotton, automobiles, and less than car load freight. 

On the Pacific Lines, freight revenue for the first half of 1927 showed sub- 
stantial gains from the increased movement of agricultural products, principally 
perishables, such as oranges, lettuce, and other fresh fruits and vegetables. Increases 
were also shown in such important commodities as barley, rice, nuts, canned goods. 
cement, cattle, coal, sand, and gravel, which were partly offset by decreases in forest 
products due to general decline in building activity; in cotton due to short crops; 
in sugar due to a record Cuban crop in 1926 and to canal competition; and in less 
than car load shipments, due to automobile competition; the result being an increase 
of $1,808,000 over the first half of 1926. During the last half of 1927, however, a 
general slowing up of business caused a loss in freight revenue of $245,000, compared 
with the corresponding period of 1926, the result for the year being a net increase of 
$1,563,000, or 1.02 per cent. 
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On the Texas and Louisiana Lines, there was an increase in freight revenue 
during the first half of 1927 of $802,000. This was due, principally, to an increased 
movement of cotton on account of the carry over stock which failed to move in the 
previous year because of the low price of cotton; and to an increased movement of 
fresh fruits and vegetables from the Rio Grande Valley and of crude oil from the 
McCamey field, the revenues from practically all other classes of commodities showing 
decreases, due to loss of traffic on account of the Mississippi Valley floods. The 
gain in the first half of the year was more than overcome, however, by a loss of 
$1,709,000 in the last half of the year. Of this loss, about $950,000 was due to a 
shortage in the Texas cotton crop, and the remainder to the loss of traffic resulting 
from the Mississippi Valley floods and from the general slowing up of business during 
the last six months of the year. The operations for the year, therefore, showed a 
net decrease in freight revenue of $907,000, or 1.68 per cent, 


On the Southern Pacific Steamship Lines, freight revenue for the year decreased 
$664,800, or 6.54 per cent., resulting from loss of traffic due to the Mississippi Valley 
flonds, and to the general slowing up of business throughout the country which was 
particularly noticeable in Southern states where purchasing power was curtailed by 
the low prices obtained for the 1926 cotton crop. 

Passenger Revenue decreased $2,021,402, or 3.66 per cent., of which $1,149,815 
allocated to the Pacific Lines, $864,623 to the Texas & Louisiana Lines, and $6,964 
to the Southern Pacific Steamship Lines. Although passenger traffic was adversely 
affected by the Mississippi Valley floods and by the general slowing up of business 
in the last half of the year, the decreases for the rail lines shown were due almost 
entirely to the more extensive use of private automobiles for travel, and to motor 
coach and other automobile competition which, with better equipment and by the 
improvement of service through consolidation and coordination, is becoming each year 
a greater competitive factor. 

The following tabulation, giving for the past four years the fluctuations in gross 
passenger revenue, contrasted with the fluctuations in gross revenues other than pas- 
senger, indicates the effect which automobile competition is having on the passenger 
business of your lines:

Gross revenues other than passenger shows an average increase per year for the 
four years of $4,864,680. This represents a steady increase up to the time of the 
general slowing up of business, commencing about the middle of 1927, which, 
ordinarily, would indicate that there should be a corresponding proportionate increase 
in passenger revenue. As will be seen, however, passenger revenue, instead of increas- 
ing. has shown a steady decline, decreasing from $62,158,876 in 1923 to $53,246,928 
in 1927, or, an average decrease of $2,229,487 per year. As indicated in the annual 
reports for the years under consideration, this decline is due, chiefly, to the increasing 
inroads of automobile competition. To meet this condition, and to effect certain 
economies in train service, your Company caused the incorporation, in April, 1927, 
of the Southern Pacific Motor Transport Company, which matter is fully dealt with 
in another part of this report. 


All other Transportation Revenue increased $356,541, or 3.94 per cent., due, 
principally, to an increase in automobile ferry traffic at San Francisco, to increased 
switching on the Texas and Louisiana Lines, and to more commercial trips of, and 
to increased rates obtained by, tank steamers of the Southern Paciaic Steamship Lines 
for the transportation of commercial oil. 

Incidental Revenue increased $228,707, or 3.10 per cent., due mainly to revenues 
from train vending operations taken over by this Company, during the year, from a 
private company; to an increase in dining buffet service revenue; and to revenue 
derived from other companies for the use of your Company’s lines in detouring trains 
in the flood districts of Louisiana. 

Maintenance of Way and Structures decreased $1,492,272, or 3.51 per cent. This 
decrease was the result of including in operating expenses last year, as explained 
in last year’s report, large expenditures for bringing certain portions of your line up 
to main line standard, to fit them for use as a part of through traffic routes estab- 
lished through the construction of new lines. This decrease does not indicate any 
curtailment of the up-keep program, the property having been maintained quite up 
to the Company’s usual high standard, as will be seen by reference to the following 
table giving the principal items of material used in repairs and renewals during 
the past six years

Maintenance of Equipment increased $93,731, or .19 per cent. 
Traffic Expenses increased $425,965, or 6.70 per cent., due, principally, to 


increases in the expenses of outside agencies, and to increased expenditures for adver- 
tising, to obtain our share of competitive traffic. 

Transportation Expenses increased $2,355,724, or 2.31 per cent. Of this increase 
higher wage rates were responsible for $1,200,000, the remainder being due, prin- 
cipally, to increased transportation service resulting from the increased ton-miles of 
traffic handled. 

The constant campaign carried on for years to reduce fuel consumption in loco- 
motives, has been reflected by a gradual but large reduction in the amount of fuel 
used in proportion to the ton-miles of traffic moved. The reduction in pounds of 
fuel used per 1,000 gross ton-miles in 1927, under 1926, amounted to .63 per cent. 
in passenger service, and 3.84 per cent. in freight service. e value of the econ- 
omy realized in 1927 compared with 1926, amounted to $602,545, and in 1927 
compared with 1913, to $11,996,044. The following table shows results obtained 
in fuel economy in 1927, compared with the preceding two years, and with the year

Miscellaneous Operations increased $201,552, or 4.03 per cent., due, principally, 


to increased dining and buffet car service, and to the expense of train vending opera- 
tions taken over by the Company, during the year, from a private company. 

General Expenses increased $488,683, or 4.53 per cent., the principal items being 
an increase of $122,000 in salaries of clerks and attendants, due, principally, to an 
increase in wage rates; to an increase of $142,000 in pensions; and to an increase 
of $130,000 in valuation expenses. 

Railway Tax Accruals for the year decreased $263,298, or 1.23 per cent., the 
result, largely, of the repeal of the Federal Capital Stock Tax law in 1926. They 
consumed, however, 26.7 per cent. of Net Revenue from Railway Operations, against 
25.8 per cent. in 1926. 

Expenses incurred during the year on account of Federal Valuation of Railroads 
amounted to $1,124,553, making the total disbursements on this account from the 
time the work began to the close of the present year $8,525,311.

FUNDED DEBT—SOUTHERN PACIFIC LINES 


To provide for the construction and acquisition of new rolling stock, an equip- 
ment trust, known as “‘Southern Pacific Equipment Trust, Series J,’’ was created, 
and an issue of $5,786,000, par value, of Four and One-Half Per Cent. Equipment 
Trust Certificates authorized, all of which were issued during the year, pursuant to 
authority of Interstate Commerce Commission’s order dated July 18, 1927. The certi- 
ficates are dated July 1, 1927; they mature serially in lots of $526,000 on July 1 of 
each year from 1932 to 1942, both inclusive; and have dividend warrants attached 
entitling the holders to dividends at the rate of 4% per cent. per annum from July 
1, 1927, payable semi-annually on January 1 and July 1. In accordance with the 
terms of the trust all certificates were guaranteed by the Southern Pacific Company. 

To reimburse the treasury for the cost of constructing and acquiring certain lines 
of railway in the State of Oregon, and for the cost of additions thereto and better- 
ments thereof (including the cost of acquiring the lines of railway and properties of 
the Oregon & California Railroad Company and of the Marion & Linn County Railroad 
Company, the acquisition of which was authorized by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in its order dated May 27, 1927); to provide for the retirement of $15,294.000, 
par value, of First Mortgage Five Per Cent. Bonds of the Oregon & California Rail- 
road Company. due July 1, 1927, which were assumed in the purchase of the prop- 
erty of such Company; and to provide for the construction and acquisition of addi- 
tional lines of railway in the State of Oregon, including extensions and branches 
of the lines mentioned above, and for future additions thereto and betterments 
thereof, the Board of Directors of your Company, on December 23, 1926, authorized 
an issue of bonds to be known as Southern Pacific Oregon Line’s First Mortgage Bonds, 
limited to a principal amount of $100,000,000 at any one time outstanding, to be 
secured by a mortgage, dated March 1, 1927, which will be (a) a direct first lien 
on all the lines of railway (other than street railway lines) owned by the Company 
in the State of Oregon, aggregating approximately 1,172 miles: (b) a lien, subject 
to certain equipment trust oblications, on equipment having a depreciated book value 
as of February 28, 1927, of $12.936,672; and (c) a first lien on all after-acquired 
property constructed or acquired with the proceeds of any bonds issued under the said 
mortgace—the bonds to be issued from time to time in such amounts and to bear 
such rate or rates of interest as may be authorized by the Board of Directors and 
approved by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

In its order, dated May 27, 1927, mentioned 
Interstate Commerce Commission authorized the 
$61,294,000 of Series A Four and One-Half Per Cent. Bonds to be dated March 1. 
1927, and to be payable March 1, 1977, with interest payable semi-annually on 
March 1 and September 1, both principal* and interest to be payablye without deduc- 
tion for any tax or other governmental charge (other than Federal income tax) which 
the Company or the Trustee may be required to pay thereon or to retain therefrom 
under any present or future law of the United States or of any other taxing authority 
therein. The bonds to be redeemable as a whole, but not in part, at the option of 
the Company, upon sixty days notice, at 105 and accrued interest, on any semi- 
annual interest date up to and including March 1, 1972, and thereafter at a premium 
equal to one-half of one per cent. for each six months between the date designated 
for redemption and the date of matu 

Of the bonds so authorized, bonds to the amount of $20,000.000 were issued and 
sold during the year. as set forth below, pursuant to authority of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, dated June 16, 1927

Including the Southern Pacific’s one-half of the Pacific Fruit Express equipment, 
the total estimated cost of the new rolling stock mentioned above, which is in addi- 
— a. equipment completed and placed in service during 1927, amounts to $10,- 

,000. 

The ocean going passenger and freight steamer (Dixie) mentioned in last year’s 
report, was launched on July 29, 1927, and entered the New York-New Orleans 
steamship service of your Company in January, 1928. The three automobile ferry 
steamers for service between San Francisco and Oakland, mentioned in last year’s 
report (which were christened Fresno, Stockton, and Tahoe, respectively), were com- 
pleted and placed in service during the year. 

Your Company’s freight steamship El Sol, en route from Galveston to New York, 
was rammed by a Shipping Board vessel and sunk in New York Bay on March 11, 
1927. She was fully covered by insurance.

CLAIM FOR CLOSING COLORADO RIVER BREAK 


On page 20 of last year’s report, mention was made of a suit which your 
Company, by authority of an Act of Congress, has brought in the Court of Claims, 
Washington, D. C., w enforce its claim against the Government of the United States 
for expenditures incurred twenty-one years ago, at the instance of President Roosevelt, 
in closing a break in the Colorado River, to protect the Imperial Valley. 


The taking of testimony has been completed, and the case is now closed and 
ready for findings by the United States Court of Claims Commissioner before whom 
the testimony was taken. 


As a result of facts brought out in the testimony the amount of our claim against 
the Government has been increased from $1,113,677.42 to $1,197,255.17. 


It is the intention to deduct from the total expenditures made by the Southern 
Pacific Company in closing the break, that proportion of such expenditures which the 
value of Southern Pacific Company’s holdings in the Imperial Valley bears to the 
value of all property in the Valley, which was saved by closing the break. The 
principal matter in dispute is the question as to the basis that should be used in 
determining such value. 


It is hoped that the final decision of the Court of Claims will be rendered in 
time to permit the amount of the judgment in your company’s favor to be included 
in the second Deficiency Appropriation Bill to be submitted for passage to the present 
session of Congress. 


ACQUISITION OF JOINT CONTROL OF THE CENTRAL CALIFORNIA 
TRACTION COMPANY 


Because of our direct interest in the Central California Traction Company, your 
Company made application to the Interstate Commerce Commission for authority to 
acquire sole control of that line by purchase of its stocks and bonds. 


The Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railway Company and the Western Pacific 
Railroad Company intervened in the proceedings, and on August 5, 1927, the Commis- 
sion entered an order approving your Company's application, upon the express condition 
that your Company admit the Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe Railway Company 
and the Western Pacific Railroad Company to joint and equal control, upon the 
payment by each of said companies of one-third of the cost of the securities to be 
acquired. This condition was agreed to by your Company with the modification that, 
prior to the consummation of arrangements for such joint control, the Central Cali- 
fornia Traction Company should sell its street car lines in the City of Stockton, 
California, to the Stockton Electric Railroad Company, a wholly owned Southern 
Pacific subsidiary, which had been operating such street car lines under lease for a 
number of years. 


The arrangement, modified as set forth above, was approved by the Commission 
in an order dated November 28, 1927, and was consummated in January, 1928. 


The Central California Traction Company is a freight and passenger electric 
railway operating between Sacramento and Stockton, California, with a branch from 
Lodi Junction to Ledi, California, a total of 55 miles, and under joint control it 
will continue to be operated as an independent line. 


PROPOSED NEW LINES IN SOUTHERN OREGON AND NORTHERN 
CALIFORNIA 


On page 22 of the annual report for 1925, was presented your Company’s plan 
for the development of the country in Southern Oregon and Northern California, lying 
generally to the east of the Natron Cut-Off route between San Francisco and Portland, 
now styled “‘Cascade Line on Shasta Route;’’ and on pages 20, 21, and 22 of last 
year’s annual report, a comprehensive explanation was given of the progress that had 
been made in the accomplishment of such plan. 


One of the properties, the acquisition of which was contemplated in the plan, 
was the Oregon, California and Eastern Railway, extending from Klamath Falls to 
Sprague River, Ofegon, and on July 22, 1927, with the approval of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, your Company acquired control of this railway by the purchase 
from Mr. Robert E. Strahorn, the builder of the road, of his one-half of the capital 
stock of the company, your Company having previously acquired the other one-half of 
the stock of such company from Mr. Strahorn. 


Mention was made in last year’s report, of the fact that the situation had been 
complicated by the application of the Oregon Trunk Railway for authority to extend 
its line from Bend, Oregon, south to Klamath Falls, Oregon, and by the Commission's 
ruling that while the Oregon Trunk should be given access to Klamath Basin, there 
should be no duplication of facilities, and, therefore, that the Oregon Trunk should 
be granted joint use of your Company’s Cascade Line between Paunina and Klamath 
Falls; that although your Company had used every effort to come to some agreement 
with the Oregon Trunk for such joint use, it had been unable to do so; and that in 
compliance with the ruling of the Commission, issued on February 15, 1927, your 
Company had presented to the Oregon Trunk Railway Company and filed with the 
Commission, a complete draft of contract covering the proposed joint use of the Cas- 
cade Line between Paunina and Klamath Falls, the terms theretofore offered to thé 
pm Trunk being modified in such contract to accord with the suggestions of the 
nt to the publication of last year’s report, the contract then 





oaeaed to the Oregon Trunk was rejected by that company. Following this rejection 
by the Oregon Trunk Railway of the contract offered to it, negotiations were entered 
into between your Company and the Great Northern Railway Company, substituted for 
the Oregon Trunk Railway by permission of the Commission, and on November 18, 
1927, your Company and the Great Northern Railway Company, subject to the approval) 
of the Commission, executed two agreements, as follows: 


MANUFACTURERS RECORD 





(1) Agreement under the terms of which the Great Northern Railway 


Company will acquire an equal interest with the Southern Pacific 
in the Oregon, California Eastern Railway Company, by the 
purchase from Southern Pacific of one-half of the issued and out- 
standing capital stock of the Oregon, California and Eastern, 
and by the performance of other payments and agreements pro- 
vided for; the cost of such acquisition to the Great Northern to 
be the same as it would have been if said company had joined 
originally on el terms with the Southern — in the pur- 
chase of stock of the Oregon, California and Easte 
E. Strahorn, and had shared equally in performing the obliga- 
tions in respect thereof or incidental thereto. The agreement 
further provides for the Oregon, California and Eastern to be 
operated independently for the joint benefit of the Southern 
Pacific and the Great Northern. 


(2) Agreement under the terms of which the Southern Pacific grants to 
the Great Northern 


(a) The equal joint use of the Cascade Line of the Southern 
Pacific, including telegraph and telephone lines, from 
a connection with the extended line of the Great Nor- 
thern near Chemult, Oregon, to a point in the 
northerly part of Klamath Falls, Oregon, a total dis- 
tance of about 72 miles. For the privilege of the 
joint use of said line the Great Northern will pay your 
Company annually, as rental, one-half of five per cent. 
interest on a valuation of the line amounting to 
$5,400,000, and one-half of five per cent. on the actual 
cost to the Southern Pacific of all improvements, 
betterments, and additions to the property made sub- 
sequent to June 30, 1927, except that the cost of im- 
provements which, in major part, are made to effect 
operating economies, such as change in grade or in line, 
etc., shall be shared by the two companies on the basis 
of use. The expenses incurred in maintaining ana 
operating the joint line are to be sha on the basis 
of the relative use thereof by each company. Branch 
lines, which one user of the property may be legally 
authorized to construct, shall be allowed to make con- 
nections with the joint line, and the other user may, 
within five years from the start of construction, acquire 
an equal interest in such branches. 


(b) The right to use your Company’s line from the end of 
the joint track in the northerly part of Klamath Falls, 
referred to in (a), above, through Klamath Falls, a 
distance of about two and one-half miles, as a bridge 
line to reach the Great Northern’s terminal property 
at Klamath Falls, including the use of telegraph and 
telephone lines and a suitable siding. For the privilege 

using said bridge line, the Great Northern will 
pay to the Southern Pacific annually, as rental, one- 
half of five per cent. interest on a valuation of the 
line amounting to $210,000, and one-half of five per 
cent. on the actual cost to the Southern Pacific of all 
improvements, betterments, and additions to the 
property made subsequent to June 30, 1927, except that 
the cost of improvements which, in major part, are 
made to affect operating economies, such as a change 
in grade or in line, etc., shall be shared by the two 
companies on the basis of use. The expenses incurred 
in maintaining and operating the bridge line are to 
be shared on the basis of the relative use of such 
line by each company. 


The conclusion of the arrangements provided for in these agreements was auth- 
orized in orders of the Interstate Commerce Commission, in Finance Dockets Nos. 
6384 and 6385, issued January 24, 1928. 


The Great Northern completed the extension of its line from Bend to Chemult, 
Oregon, on November 30, 1927, but the connection of such extension with the joint 
line from Chemult to Klamath Falls, Oregon, was not made until after receipt of the 
Commission's authorizations referred to in the preceding paragraph. It is anticipated 
that use of the joint line and of the bridge line, and the payment of rental therefor 
by the Great Northern will commence shortly. 


In the meantime, the work of changing the track of the Nevada-California- 
Oregon Railway from narrow gauge to standard gauge between Alturas, California, 
and the southern terminus of the line at its connection with the Southern Pacific 
at Wendel, Nevada, 101 miles, was completed during the year, and train service 
with standard gauge equipment was commenced on October 24, 1927. Nearly 10 
additional miles of track from Alturas, California, north, was ch d tandard 
gauge before the end of 1927, leaving 45 miles to the northern terminus at Lakeview, 
Oregon, to be changed to standard gauge in 1928, weather conditions having pre- 
vented the completion of the work during the winter. 





Construction of the line extending from Klamath, Oregon, through Cornell, 
California, to a connection with the Nevada-California-Oregon Railway near Alturas, 
California, mentioned on page 22 of the 1925 annual report, was commenced within 
the time prescribed in the order of the Interstate Commerce Commission, dated 
May 3, 1927, by grading several miles of the roadbed. The construction of this line 
has not been continued, however, pending review of the changed circumstances 
brought about by the entry of the Great Northern into Klamath Basin. 


SOUTHERN PACIFIC MOTOR TRANSPORT COMPANY 


As stated elsewhere in this report, the continued growth of automobile competition, 
especially in passenger traffic, has been such as to cause a steady decline in the 
passenger revenue of your Company during the past four years, notwithstanding a 
condition of prosperity which has brought a steady increase in the revenues from 
all other classes of service. The improvement of the service and equipment of auto- 
mobile transportation companies through coordination and consolidations, together 
with the continued construction, extension, and improvement of the public highways 
in the territory served by your lines, has brought about a competition which has made 
it unprofitable, in certain instances, to operate steam trains engaged in local short- 
haul and branch line service. 


To meet these conditions, and to avoid a curtailment of the service to the public 
in the instances referred to above, your Company caused the incorporation, in April. 
1927, of the Southern Pacific Motor Transport Company, all of whose capital 
stock is owned by your Company. In anticipation of public demands, now existing 
or which may arise in the future, the new company is empowered to engage in all 
forms of transportation and of common carrier service, but, for the present, its 
plans contemplate an automobile or motor coach transportation of passenger, baggage. 
mail, and express business, which will be coordinated with, and act as an extension 
of, the steam train service of your Company’s lines. 


The new company, which has an independent operating organization, is at 
present operating twenty-three motor coaches over six different interurban routes 
agegregatipg 501 miles, and, in addition, is operating sixteen motor buses in Salem, 
Oregon, and ten in Eugene, Oregon, giving city service in both places. Additional 
motor coach service will be developed through the opening of new routes as the need 
arises, following a policy, however, of retaining as much travel as practical to our 
steam rail lines, with a minimum use of the public highways, to produce the most 
satisfactory net results to our interests as a whole. 


Because of the popular demand therefor, and owing to its greater flexibility and 
to its coordination with the steam train schedules of your lines, the motor coach 
service already established is not only furnishing improved passenger service, but it 
has enabled your C to or to curtail, the unprofitable steam train 
service on certain of its branch lines.

Californie Hailroud Company and the Marion & Linn County Railroad Company, on 
the one ha ind the Southern Pacific Company, on the other hand, your Company, 
under the authority of Interstate Commerce Commission’s order, dated May 27, 1927, 
took over as of January 1, 1926, the properties of the two companies first mentioned 
(all of whose capital stocks were owned by your Company), which properties, for 
many years, had been operated by your Company under leases. 


This transfer was made in order to simplify the corporate structure of your Com- 
pany preliminary to refunding the $17,437,000 of Oregon & California Railroad Com- 
peny First Mortgage Five Per Cent. Bonds maturing on July 1, 1927. 


As explained under the head of Funded Debt, the Commission, in the same 
order, authorized an issue of Southern Pacific Company Oregon Lines First Mortgage 
Four and One-Half Per Cent. Bonds, a portion of which were used to retire the 
Oregon & California Railroad Company First Mortgage Five Per Cent. Bonds which 
remained outstanding at the date of their maturity on July 1, 1927, thus effecting a 
considerable saving in the annual charge for interest on funded debt. 





EXTENSION OF SAN ANTONIO AND ARANSAS PASS RAILWAY 
RANDE VALLEY

On page 23 of last year’s annual report, mention was made of certain new lines 
which the Interstate Commerce Commission had authorized to be constructed by the 
San Antonio and. Aransas Pass Railway Company, extending from Falfurrias, Texas, 
sovtherly into the Rio Grande Valley of Texas. 
completed during the year, regular freight and passenger service between Falfurrias 
and McAllen having been established on February 6, 1927, aiid between Edinburg and 
Herlingen, on March 20, 1927: 


Authority to extend the Harlingen Branch from Harlingen to Brownsville, Texas, 
a distance of approximately 30 miles, application for which was made to the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission on October 21, 1926, as mentioned in last year’s report, 
was granted by the Commission on May 13, 1927. The grading of this line was 
commenced on June 18, 1927, and by October 22, 1927, the laying of rail into the 
terminus at Brownsville was completed. Regular freight and passenger service be- 
tween Harlingen and Brownsville was established on November 10, 1927. 


The territory reached by these extensions, which is said to contain the richest 
and most productive soil of any agricultural section in this country. has been retarded 
in development because of the lack of transportation facilities. It is expected that 
the completion of these lines will aid in the rapid development of this territory, and 
that your lines will gain a large amount of very profitable traffic. 


FLOOD CONDITIONS IN LOUISIANA. 


Unprecedented rainfall over the entire valley of the Mississippi River and its 
tributaries during the early part of the year, resulted in a series of crevasses from 
Cairo to below New Orleans, and the flooding of approximately 30 per cent. of the 
total area of the State of Louisiana. 


About 94 miles of the Baton Rouge, Port Barre, and Alexandria Branches of 
your Company were inundated, your Company sustaining ¢ iderable to 
property, and also a loss in revenues owing to interrupted train service, to crop 
failures, and to other conditions caused by the floods. The main line between Algiers 
and Lafayette was seriously threatened in a number of places, but service was not 
interrupted. This line at one time was the only through route open from New 
Orleans to the West, and in addition to its own train service it accommodated, 
through detour arrangements, the trains of three other railroads whose lines were 
under water. 


During the distressing flood period, your Company and its employees rendered 
every aid and service possible in rescue and relief work, and also cooperated with 
the various National and local governmental agencies and other organizations in the 
work of furnishing service and accommodations for the unfortunate refugees, their 
livestock, and effects, as well as in the work of returning them to their homes after 
the flood had receded. , 


The officers of your Company are keeping closely in touch with the various plans 
that are being advanced and considered for future protection of this territory, as 
your Company is greatly interested in seeing that prompt and effective measures are 
taken to prevent a recurrence of such disastrous floods. 





SOUTHERN PACIFIC RAILROAD COMPANY OF MEXICO. 


At the time of publishing last year’s annual report, it was thought that the 4.11 
miles of track remaining to be constructed in order to complete the 102 miles of 
main line between Tepic and La Quemada would be completed early in 1927. This 
expectation was realized, and the new line, completely ballasted, was placed in 
operation on April 17, 1927. Since the completion of the line, however, the service 
has been interrupted by slides, which are always to be expected on new lines in 
mountainous country, especially during the rainy season. This condition has been 
controlled, but because of the unsettled condition of the country the service has been 
further interfered with, at various times during the year, by the burning of trestles, 
the pulling up of rails, and other depredations by bandits and Yaqui Indians; and in 

mber, a record flood.cf the Fuerte River washed out a trestle and bridge near 
San Blas, interrupting through service for 22 days, during which time passengers, 
freight, and perishable express were transported across the river in boats. 


Th amounted to $5,801,569, an increase of 
$1,085,218, or 23 per cent. Because of the conditions mentioned above, however, 
operating expenses for the year increased $1,313,700, or to $6,090,116, so that after 
providing for taxes amounting to $20.994, and for equipment and joint facility rents 
and other operating charges amounting to $398,783, the operations for the year 
resulted in a ‘net loss of $708,324

included in the various protests. After the conclusion of these conferences, which 
are drawing to a close, formal hearings will be held by the Commiasion. in respect 
of such of the protested matters as the representatives of your Company and of the 
Commission have been unable to agree upon at the conferences. It is anticipated 
that this plan will materially reduce the time required for formal hegrings, ; 


The matter of tentative valuations covering the properties of ‘separatély operated 
Solely Controlled and Jointly Controlled Affiliated Companies, is receiving » attive 
a with a view to expediting the completion of such valuations as much as 
possible. 


It is the intention of the Interstate Commerce Commission to proceed @t. an 
ezrly date to bring their valuations down to date, and plans -are being formulated 
by the Commission to accomplish this object. These plans, however, are’ only in a 
tentative state, and it is not yet known how the Commission proposes to bring the 
valuations to date or how long it will take to accomplish this task, 


In connection with the Federal valuation work, your Company. has expended to 
December 31, 1927, the sum of $8,525,311, of which $1,124,553 was expended during 
the current year.

New Texas Community School Plant. 

A $2,700,000 improvement program undertaken over a two- 
year period by the Edinburg (Texas) Independent School 
District is practically completed, according to an announce- 
ment by Leslie Neal, secretary-manager of the Edinburg 
Chamber of Commerce. Covering 600,000 acres, it is said to 
be the largest independent school district in the world. 

The first step in the program was enlargement of the 
school for Mexican children and provision of an auditorium 
as a civic center for the Mexican population, this being fol- 
lowed by enlargement of the primary school for white chil- 
dren and the addition of an assembly hall. Other steps were 
remodeling of the exterior of the high school building and 
reconstruction of the interior; construction of a high school 
auditorium seating 1200; erection of a science building at a 


cost of $150,000; construction of an industrial arts building; 
erection of a junior school to accommodate 1200. 

The program outside the city included five rural school 
buildings at strategic points in the Lower Rio Grande Magic 
Valley, each building having six rooms and an auditorium. 
Giesecke & Harris, Austin, Texas, were the architects, and 
credit for the work also is given to Superintendent H. C. 
Baker.

With a net operating income of $3,825,990 
for 1927, the annual report of the Freeport 
Texas Company and its subsidiaries shows an 
increase of more than $2,000,000 in that item, 
while it also has on hand cash and Govern- 
ment bonds to a total of $4,702,615. Divi- 
dends of $3,101,837 were paid in the year 
and the company has 2278 stockholders. l- 
though lower prices on continuing contracts 
of 213,000 tons of sulphur were reflected in 
the company’s earnings, virtually all low- 
price contracts have been renewed at present 
full prices, and contracts for 1928 delivery 
show an increase over the same period of a 
year before. Sulphur was shipped in the year 
to Belgium, Canada, England, Finland, France 
and possessions, Germany, Holland, Mexico, 
Spain and Sweden. E. P. Swenson is presi- 
dent of the company. 





Quigley Bitumen Gun.—The mop and pail 
method of applying hot tar, asphalt, pitches, 
enamels, heavy fluids, waxes, paraffines and 
similar materials as a protective coating, 
with expense for manual labor, is said to have 
been supplanted by the Quigley Bitumen Gun, 
manufactured by the Quigley Furnace Special- 
ties Company, Inc., New York. The Quigley 
gun is described as spraying or shooting 
liquids of practically any consistency or tem- 
perature through special insulated, metallic 
hose any distance up to several hundred feet 
without any mixture of air with material. 
Fifteen cubic feet of air a minute at 60 
pounds’ pressure is said to be normally suf- 
ficient for operation, and a small portable 
garage compressor, operated by gasoline or 
electricity, can be used for the air supply. 
The gun is heated by a self-contained kerosene 
burner and is equipped with a regulating 
valve, which can be set to maintain uniform 
pressure suitable for consistency of the mate- 
rial being applied. Two unskilled men can 
operate the gun—one at the nozzle and the 
other charging the gun and controlling the 
air supply. 


General Electric Company’s Year. 


Harnings of the General Electric Company, 
Schenectady, N. Y., for 1927, amounted to 
$48,799,488, equivalent, after dividends on 
the special stock, to $6.41 a share on the 
7,211,481 shares of no par common stock, 
according to the annual report of the com- 
pany, made public by President Gerard 
Swope. This compares with $6.14 a share 
in 1926. Orders received during 1927 were 
$309,784,623, compared with $327,400,207 in 
1926, and unfilled orders at the end of the 
year were $68,916,000, compared with $72,- 
297,000 at the close of 1926. The net in- 
come from sales was $36,149,768 and the 
surplus was $11,973,267. The manufactur- 
ing plant investment at the end of 1927 
had a cost value of $200,896,984 and a 
book value of $50,338,371, while investments 
in associated companies are carried at $90,- 
330,622, the income from such companies in 
1927 being over 6 per cent of the book value 
of such investments. The funded debt con- 
sists of $2,047,000 of 3% per cent gold de- 
bentures, due in 1942, with no notes payable 
or any obligation bearing the company en- 
dorsement outstanding. A contributory pen- 
sion plan for employes and a pension trust 
were announced in December. The number 
of holders of common and special stock on 
December 21, 1927, was 49,841. The Inter- 
national General Electric Company, which 
handles all export business, yielded a profit 
available for dividends of $1,556,335, com- 
pared with $1,538,306 in 1926.

oduction at Bryanmound during the past fiscal year 
wane 300,175 tons, as against 284,910 tons for the previous 
fiscal year. An intensive drilling programme has been in 
progress during the past year at Bryanmound for the pur- 
pose of establishing sulphur values present in hitherto unde- 
veloped areas. Preparations are now in progress for the 
commencement of sulphur production in this new area. 


ing the fiscal year 1927, Hoskins Mound produced 489,- 
as pene as peer dh 287,140 tons during the previous fiscal 
year, or an increase of approximately 70% in tonnage, while 
the total production costs increased only 12%%. The mate 
rial increase in production during 1927 is attributed to ac- 
cumulative effects of mud applied to the rock structure, 
enabling the control of the circulation of water in mining 
areas with resultant increase in thermal efficiency. The 
unquestionable benefits growing out of application of mud, 
together with rich sulphur deposits disclosed by drilling op- 
erations, are the principal factors which justify an optimistic 
outlook for this property fer an indefinite period. Production 
at Hoskins Mound is limited only by boiler capacity. 


From January 1, 1928, to date of this report, both Bryan- 
mound and Hoskins Mound have produced more sulphur than 
for the same period of 1927. 


The total production for the calendar year ending December 
$1, 1927, was 790,315 tons, which compares with 584,220 tons 
for the previous period, or an increase of 206,095 tons. 


The Department of Commerce on March 8, 1928, reports 
production of sulphur in the United States in 1927—2,111,618 
tons, against shipments in 1927 of 2,072,109 tons—an increase 
in stocks over 1926 of approximately 40,000 tons. Considering 
the decrease in the Sicilian production for the year 1927, the 
world’s production and consumption seem to be about bal- 
anced—an ideal situation. 


The use of natural gas during the past year has resulted 
in a net saving in fuel costs as against burning oil, of approxi- 
mately $600,000. 


Contracts for the fiscal year 1927 showed an increase over 
the same period in 1926 of 188,792 tons. 


During the calendar year 1927 approximately 213,000 tons 
of sulphur sold and delivered, were affected by lower prices 
on continuing contracts, which were reflected in the Com- 
pany’s earnings in that year, in the amount of approximately 
$660,000. All low-priced contracts have now been renewed 
at present full prices, except the negligible amount of about 
20,000 tons. 


Contracts thus far for 1928 delivery show an increase over 
the corresponding period last year. 


The demand for crude sulphur continues strong at $18.00 
per ton at the mines and $22.00 and $22.50 per ton at eastern 
seaboard points. 


The Freeport Sulphur Company will continue to prospect 
new sulphur properties as opportunities offer which appear 
to justify the necessary expense. 


The refinery operated by this Company for oil topping was 
originally installed in order to reap the benefits which past 
operations have fully justified, and which have long ago 
returned the original cost of the refinery out of earnings, in 
addition to large profits. 


Since the Freeport Sulphur Company is now burning gas 
in all of its plants, there is no longer the same incentive for 
conducting refinery operations. In view of that fact and 
considering low prices for asphalt products growing out of 
spasmodic and highly competitive market conditions, the re- 
finery operations were suspended on December 31, 1927. Con- 
sideration is now being given to leasing or selling the refinery 
to one of the major oil companies. 


The Freeport Light, Water & Ice Company was organized 
to provide the Town of Freeport with light and water require- 
ments. The growth of the Town called for a large expansion 
of facilities and it was considered to be for the best interest 
of your Company to dispose of the plants and equipment to 
a public service corporation. 


During the past year the property was sold to the Houston 
Lighting & Power Co. for an amount far in excess of book 
value. The Houston Lighting & Power Co. has built high 
power transmission lines into the Freeport territory and has 
contracted to buy surplus current generated at our Bryan- 
mound plants. 


The Freeport Light, Water & Ice Company has been liqui- 
dated. 


The Town of Freeport is prosperous with confidence in the 
future, owing largely to the anticipation of material growth 
on the completion of harbor improvements. This has been 
reflected by considerable building activity during the past 
year and the resultant stimulation of the sale of town lots. 
— Company’s holdings on water front are of great future 
value. : 


The fleet of vessels has been reduced during the past year 
by the sale of the tanker—‘“Freeport Sulphur No. 1.” This 
vessel was the oldest of the fleet and the most expensive in 
operating cost. 


The fleet now consists of one 1,200 H. P. steel tug, one bulk 
cargo carrier, 6,600 tons D. W. capacity, and one tanker— 
40,000 barrel capacity. 


It is the purpose of your Board to dispose of the tug and 
tanker. The cargo carrier is engaged in the transportation 
of sulphur from mines to destinations on the Atlantic and 
Pacific Coasts, 


All litigation in connection with the harbor development 
has been favorably concluded and it is expected that the 
work will begin at an early date. The project contemplates 
a harbor seven miles long with a depth of 25 feet. 


With an average depth of only 16.5 feet during the past 
year, 66% of all steamer tonnage was handled through Free- 
port; the remainder through Texas City, necessitating rail 
haul to the latter port, incurring railroad freight in the 
amount of approximately $1.00 a ton. 


One hundred and seventy-seven vessels called at the port 
during the year. Seventy-two per cent. of the sulphur shipped 
to foreign destinations moved in foreign bottoms and twenty- 
eight per cent. in United States Shipping Board vessels. 


During the year, sulphur was shipped to the following 
foreign countries: Belgium, Canada, England, Finland, 
France and possessions; Germany, Holland, Mexico, Spain 
and Sweden.

Other new officials to be installed are S. M. Williams, Wash- 
ington, and W. R. Neel, Atlanta, who will become directors. 





Labor Protests Foreign Materials. 

The Florida State Federation of Labor recently adopted a 
resolution protesting “the further use of foreign-made mate- 
rial in public buildings” and urging that “Federal, State, 
county and city authorities insist that all contractors on 
public work use, in every instance possible, building materials 
made in the United States.” 





To Discuss Pools and Cartels. 
Washington, April 2.—Pools and cartels, the heavy artillery 
that is rapidly being brought into play in the international 
struggle for world markets, will have an important place in 
the discussion of major business problems at the annual meet- 
ing of the Chamber of Commerce of the United States to be 
held in Washington, May 7 to 11. What is being done and 
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what can be done in the United States to meet this change 
in the strategy of foreign trade development will be out- 
lined by Dr. Julius Klein, of the Department of Commerce. 

Discussion of the growing importance of foreign trade will 
be launched by William C. Redfield, former Secretary of 
Commerce. The manner in which the world’s credit informa- 
tion is marshalled for the use of the American exporter 
will be explained by E. B. Filsinger of the foreign credit ex- 
ecutive committee of the National Association of Credit Men. 
Charles W. Lonsdale, Kansas City, will preside.

Florida continued to lead in production, and was the source 
of 83 per cent of all the phosphate rock sold or used by pro- 
ducers in the United States in 1927. Land pebble rock con- 
stituted 95 per cent of the Florida output in 1927, and showed 
a decrease of 3 per cent in quantity and 1 per cent in value 
as compared with 1926; the average value f. o. b. mines was 
$3.24 a long ton in 1927, as compared with $3.17 a ton in 1926. 
The hard rock production in 1927 increased 13 per cent in
